POLITICAL ACTION COMMITTEE 



WHAT IS MHBA’S PAC? 

It is a political action committee formed by the Maryland Horse Breeders Association. The PAC solicits voluntary contributions 
from individuals or corporations to support issues or assist selected candidates for public office in the state of Maryland who are 
interested in the problems of our industry and are willing to help us solve those problems. 

WHY DO WE NEED PAC? 

The largest market for horses bred in Maryland is horse racing, an industry which is closely regulated by state government. In 
addition, while not well understood, horse breeding is an especially important segment of Maryland agriculture. The economic 
well-being of racing and breeding is very much a function of the political process. It is essential to the health of our industry that 
we educate our elected official and support those who work with us on issues vital to our interests. 

HOW DOES PAC WORK? 

The PAC receives voluntary contributions through its treasurer which are then disbursed to candidates or spent supporting issues 
as selected by a committee headed by the chairperson of the MHBA Legislative Committee. Any administrative expense will be 
paid by the MHBA. Reports of PAC contributions must be filed with the State Administrative Board of Election Laws and are a 
matter of public record. 

WHAT ARE THE LAWS GOVERNING CAMPAIGN CONTRIBUTIONS? 

No corporation or individual may give more than $4,000 to a single candidate or more than $10,000 to all candidates in any given 
four-year election cycle. Any contribution to the PAC must be included in your $10,000 total for an election. 

WHAT IS THE TAX STATUS OF MY CONTRIBUTION? 

There are no deductions or credits allowed on your state tax returns but federal law permits a credit of 50 percent on total political 
contributions up to a $50 credit (for a $100 contribution) on individual returns, and a $100 credit (for a $200 contribution) on joint 
returns. Political contributions are not deductible business expenses.

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AN OPEN LEHER TO CONGRESS 
REGARDING RACING-RELATED ISSUES 


Landmark changes, including a 
possible national regulatory body for 
horse racing, could be the long-term 
outcome of a hearing conducted on 
fune 19 by the United States House 
of Representatives Subcommittee on 
Commerce, Trade and Consumer 
Protection. 

The congressional committee 
heard testimony regarding racing 
fatalities, medication issues, other 
health and safety concerns, and the 
lack of centralis(ed leadership within 
the industry. 

Katharine M. (Katy) Voss, 
a longtime Maryland breeder/ 
owner/trainer and former president 
of the Maryland Horse Breeders 
Association, wrote the following as 
a letter to chairman Bobby L. Rush 
(D-IL) and other members of the 
committee, offering her view on some 
of the issues that came under discus¬ 
sion. 

1. [Trainer] Jack Van Berg 
was absolutely right when he 
said that [drug-] testing facili¬ 
ties must be the first order of 
business. Most states do not 
have the resources to properly 
equip state of the art testing 
facilities, an absolute necessity 
if illegal drugs are to be elimi¬ 
nated. They should pool their 
resources to develop three or 
four regional, state of the art 
labs with uniform testing pro¬ 
tocols that the tracks in each 
region use. The horse business 
is hke any other industry where 
a lot of money is involved 
(investment banking, mortgage 
lending, etc.) that attracts an 
element of greed. The major¬ 
ity of participants are honest 
people who care about their 
horses and the most sophis¬ 
ticated testing is necessary to 
protect them from those who 


are always seeking an advan- 
tage. 

2. The Racing Medication 
and Testing Consortium should 
continue to be the vehicle for 
establishing uniform drug 
rules and penalties. They rep¬ 
resent a broad cross section 
of the industry and are gradu¬ 
ally developing support and 
consensus within the industry. 
They have already made sig¬ 
nificant progress in their mis¬ 
sion. Their expertise is vital 
and it would be a mistake for 
Congress to try to substitute 
something else. Congress can 
hold the big stick to encourage 
the different states to adopt the 
regulations. 

3. The industry has long 
recognized the distinction 
between therapeutic medica¬ 
tion and illegal drugs. In the 
process of your deliberations, 
the Committee must differenti¬ 
ate between the two. There is 
unanimity in the industry that 
users of illegal drugs should be 
banned, but a slight trace of a 
therapeutic medication should 
not cost a trainer his livelihood. 
ButazoHdin is a non-steroidal 
anti-inflammatory medication 
and not a pai nkill er. Procaine is 
a painkiller and is banned. 

4. In the Mid-Atlantic region 
where we race, the only race day 
medications that are allowed 
are bleeder remedies, includ¬ 
ing Lasix. I strongly disagree 
with the people who testified 
about banning Lasix. Before 
the endoscope for horses was 
invented, a horse was known 
to have bled if blood came out 
of his nose after a race. It was a 
fairly common occurrence and 
would usually be clearly seen 


by aU, including the fans. With 
the endoscope, we discovered 
that the vast majority of horses 
do bleed. The majority swallow 
the blood so you don't know it 
unless you scope them. With 
the use of Lasix, you rarely ever 
see a horse bleeding from the 
nose on the track after a race. 
This is both a humane issue 
and an economic issue. Each 
bleeding event causes cumula¬ 
tive damage to the lungs. The 
more you can ehminate or 
minimize bleeding, the safer 
for the horse, and the longer 
their career will be. I have used 
Lasix for over 25 years and I 
scope aU of my horses after 
every race. I strongly disagree 
with Dr. Soma. 

a. Lasix does not always 
prevent bleeding but the 
boots on the ground will 
tell you that Lasix abso¬ 
lutely delays the onset 
and lessens the severity 

b. I do not believe that 
horses run faster because 
of Lasix. They run faster 
if they don't bleed. 

c. The regulations gov¬ 
erning the administration 
of Lasix are designed 
to minimize any mask¬ 
ing effect it might have. 
The dilution effect is only 
in urine and blood tests 
are taken on aU tested 
horses. 

d. Since disease and envi¬ 
ronmental issues proba¬ 
bly have more to do with 
bleeding than genetics, 
banning it for the good 
of the breed would be a 
disservice to the horses. 

5. As far as breeding and 
genetics are concerned, graded 


black type is the engine that 
drives sales prices and smd 
fees. Winning or placing in a 
graded stakes race (black type) 
greatly enhances the value of a 
horse and his or her relatives. 
A two-tiered system could be 
implemented for drug regula¬ 
tions that distinguish between 
graded stake races and aU oth¬ 
ers. Setting a higher standard 
for aU graded stakes would 
accomplish what the purists 
want and ensure that we are 
not breeding ^ThemicaUy engi¬ 
neered" horses, while allow¬ 
ing tolerance levels for thera¬ 
peutic medications, according 
to the American Association 
of Equine Practitioners rec¬ 
ommendations, for the rest 
of the population. TOBA 
(Thoroughbred Owners and 
Breeders Association) is the 
national organization repre¬ 
senting owners and breeders. 
Their graded stakes committee 
controls the grading of stakes 
races. Tougher drug rules could 
be a prerequisite for a stakes 
race to be graded. 

6. The statistics relative to 
average number of starts per 
horse are being taken as proof 
positive that the breed is more 
fragile. That may or may not 
be true, but it has to be taken 
into account that training pat¬ 
terns, styles, techniques, etc. 
have changed significantly. The 
business is so competitive that 
trainer percentages are a very 
significant factor in determin¬ 
ing to whom owners send their 
horses. In our statistic-driven 
modern world, percentage¬ 
conscious trainers train their 
horses much harder to peak 
when they run and are very 
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selective about what races they 
run in. In the end, they spend 
more time training and waiting 
for the right race than racing. 
I think that is a more signifi¬ 
cant factor in fewer starts per 
horse. 

7. There is no question that 
the ankles are the weakest link 
in the anatomy of the horse. 
The front legs have to absorb 
the full weight of a thousand 
pound animal landing at 30 
to 40 miles per hour and the 
ankle or fetlock joint, which 
connects the pastern and the 
cannon bone or shin, takes 
the brunt of that. The vast 
majority of race horse injuries 
involve some aspect of the 
ankle, either pastern, cannon 
bone, sesamoids or the vari¬ 
ous hgaments that hold every¬ 
thing together. This is not a 
recent anomaly. However, 
to blame ankle problems on 
Native Dancer is ridiculous. He 
won 21 of 22 races over three 
years (he won nine times as a 
2-year-old) and retired after a 
recurring foot injury, and his 
son Raise a Native suffered a 
bowed tendon. 

Our business is challenged 
by several economic issues, not 
the least of which is that purse 
revenue for owners is approxi¬ 
mately half of their expenses, 
not including capital costs. I 
hope the committee in its wis¬ 
dom can help the racing indus¬ 
try in constructive ways with¬ 
out imposing sanctions and 
restrictions that could cripple 
such a large industry.

took honors in sev¬ 
eral categories in the 
American Horse Publications

One of two publications 
recogni 2 ed in the class for 
general excellence among state 
or regional publications, Mid- 
Atlantic Thoroughbred received 
an honorable mention, with 
the judges commenting: ‘‘Great 
cover treatments, sohd infor¬ 
mation management, popular 
typography and clean tines 
make this publication read¬ 
able-despite the barrage of 
facts, figures and imagery nec¬ 
essary to tell the stories.” 

Mid-Atlantic Thoroughbred 
articles earned first and sec¬ 
ond places among 42 entries in 
the personality profile class for 
publications with a circulation 
of 10,000 to 20,000. 


First pri 2 e went to “Humor 
Spikes Daily Routine for 
Maryland Horsemen Eddie 
and Linda Gaudet,” written by 
Vinnie Perrone and published 
in the August issue. Judges 
commented: “A wonderful¬ 
ly funny and touching read.

Runner-up was “Peter Win- 
ants: Steeple chasing's Master 
Chronicler,” by Joe Clancy Jr., 
which appeared in November. 
“The story conveys not only 
who Winants is, but what he's 
done. And it does it with clarity 
and vivid detail, creating a great 
portfolio of a photographer's 
life,” noted the judges. 

Barrie Reightier's layout for 
“Peter Winants: Steeplechasing's 
Master Chronicler” earned 
third place in the category of 
editorial design (circulation

A lan Kline, a long-success¬ 
ful breeder in his home 
state of Maryland, rehshes 
any and all oppormnities to 
talk about his horses. Among 
his numerous successes in the 
breeding and racing industry, 
the story of his prolific mare 
D’Youville Nurse ranks right at 
the top of his list, 

Kline purchased his Honey 
Acres Farm, an idyllic 122- 
acre property in Boyds, Md,, 
in 1970, 

‘dll tell you how it all got 
started,” Kkne said, “My wife 
wanted to ride dressage, so she 
talked me into getting a farm, 
Fd looked aU over this coun¬ 
tryside for something I could 
afford, and this was what I 
found. It had been a turkey 
farm, I had visions that I could 
make it into something, but I 
didn’t know what at the time. 
One day one of my wife’s girl¬ 
friends called and said, ‘There 
are a couple of old mares being 
abused over in Virginia,’ We 
went over and looked at them, 
and they looked fine to me, so I 
bought them, I didn’t know any¬ 
thing about pedigrees—nothing 
at all,” 

Kline’s initial mating meth¬ 
ods were based entirely on 
appearance. Wanting a black 
foal, he sent one of those two 
mares, the nearly black Kari 
Contrary, to the equally dark- 
coated stallion Mr, Brogann, 

“I thought, ‘Oh, they’re 
going to have such a beautiful 
baby,’” he laughs now. When 
that didn’t happen, Kline real¬ 
ized it was time to study genet¬ 
ics, Rewards came relatively 
quickly, with Kari Contrary pro¬ 
ducing the Seat of Power filly 
Contrary Rose in 1976, A dis¬ 
tinctive chestnut with unusual 
roan markings. Contrary Rose 
was a multiple stakes winner 


who earned $335,262 for KHne 
and became a treasured brood¬ 
mare at Honey Acres, Both she 
and her dam are buried on the 
farm. 

But it was his colt Peace for 
Peace who indirectly proved 
to be the hnchpin for the fam¬ 
ily line that has defined Kline’s 
progression for more than 20 
years. By Hold Your Peace out 
of the *Royal Charger mare 
Translucent, Peace for Peace 
had a fateful meeting with the 
speedy Dr, Blum one day at 
Monmouth Park, 

“We thought we had a good 
horse, and tiiey thought they 
had a good one too. Dr, Blum, 
by Dr, Fager, was nothing but 
fast. We both broke the track 


record that day, but I got beat, 
I said, ‘How could this happen? 
This is ridiculous! The gods are 
against me,’ And after that I 
figured Dr, Blum owed me,” 

At the 1983 Keeneland 
November sale, Kline found 
a way for Dr, Blum to make 
amends. He bought the mare 
Field Point Road (by Raja 
Baba) in foal to Dr, Blum, for 
$17,000, 

“I thought that was it, I 
was going to make it all back,” 
said Kkne, “She was carrying 
her first foal, and that foal was 
D’YouviUe Nurse,” 

KHne named the fiUy for 
his daughter Jennifer, who was 
studying nursing at D’Youville 
College in Buffalo, N,Y, 


“I had those nurses praying 
for us,” he said, “It was even 
in the papers that they were 
praying for D’Youville Nurse, 
and they called me to tell me 
about it,” 

Those benedictions served 
D’Youville Nurse well during 
her five-season career. Trained 
initially by Jack Kousin and 
then Carlos Garcia, she head¬ 
ed postward 32 times, scoring 
seven wins, seven seconds and 
a third while banking $145,348 
and becoming a stakes winner 
at 4, But it was as a producer 
that the lovely bay truly earned 
her stripes. Returning to Honey 
Acres, she joined her dam Field 
Point Road in Kline’s brood¬ 
mare band. 

Breeding for the commercial 
market, Khne routinely sells all 
of his youngsters as yearhngs, 
keeping to race only those who 
fail to meet their sales reserves, 
D’Youville Nurse produced 12 
foals, nine of whom sold at auc¬ 
tion for a combined $2,585,000, 
Of her 10 runners to date, eight 
are winners and aU have earned 
checks. 

Her second foal was the 
Unbridled filly Unbridled 
Hope, winner of the Ladies 
Handicap-G3, 

Nicky’s Intuition, her 1998 
foal by Unbridled’s Song, was 
offered in the first book of the 
Keeneland September Yearling 
sale and brought $800,000, 
Another graded stakes-placed 
runner followed in Silent 
Fred, her 1999 foal by Louis 
Quatorze, The gelding ran third 
to Saarland in the 2001 Rem sen 
S takes-G2, 

Her stakes-winning daugh¬ 
ter Fores tier (Forestry) is also 
in residence at Honey Acres, 
Fores tier produced a strapping 
colt by Unbridled’s Song this 
year and was bred to Kentucky 
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WEHRMAN RETURNS 
TO CHARLES TOWN 


Derby winner Street Sense, 
D’Youville Nurse produced 
three more fillies after Fores tier 
before giving birth to her final 
foal in 2006, a chestnut colt by 
Forestry whom Kline intends 
to race. The colt was shipped 
to trainer Dove Houghton’s 
barn at Laurel Park in early 
July. 

‘T personally think he’s very 
immamre, so Pm giving him 
time here. And I hated to do 
it, but we gelded him because 
he really needed to be gelded,” 
Kline explained. 

With four generations at 
his farm -Field Point Road 
(now 28), D’Youville Nurse, 
Fores tier and her Unbridled’s 
Song foal-Kline shares his 
pride in the bloodline he built 
from the ground up. 

‘‘There was no family here 
at all when I began. I created 
the whole thing. D’Youville 
Nurse had a lot of heart, and 
she passed that on to all of her 
babies. And that’s the best part. 
Having the babies is why Pm 
in this, I really love it,” Khne 
said. 

These days D’Youville 
Nurse spends her time in the 
fields with Kline’s older mares. 
She is very healthy with the 
exception of her arthritic knee, 
reported Kine. All of the mares 
prefer to stay out, which they 
are allowed to do. Their pasture 
has a large run-in shed. 

D’Youville Nurse and 
Field Point Road are particu¬ 
larly opposed to being brought 
inside for their monthly farrier 
trims and the occasional visit 
from the veterinarian. 

“They really get aggravat¬ 
ed,” Khne said. “As if to make 
a statement, they’ll each make 
a terrible mess of their stalls 
before being turned back out.”

R andy Wehrman has 

returned to his former 
position as racing secre¬ 
tary at Charles Town.

State this fall. His other daugh¬ 
ter, Allison, is in school near 
their family home in northern 
Kentucky. Wehrman plans to 
permanently relocate his family 
to Charles Town when Allison 
goes off to college in a few 
years. 

“They, PNG management, 
sold me on taking this posi¬ 
tion because I really Hked their 
vision, their culture and their 
views for the future of Charles 
Town racing,” Wehrman said. 
“They want to upgrade their 
racing product here, and they 
want to do what it takes to 
do it right. Their values and 
their plans were just what I 
was looking for, so I came 
here instead of going back to 
Colonial Downs this year. 

“I think that my skills will 
mesh very well with their 
vision, and I know that I will 
enjoy the challenge. The track 
is in excellent condition, and 
all of the facility upgrades are 
first-class.”

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IN MEMORIAM 


EMMY AWARD-WINNING BROADCASTER 
JIM MCKAY LEFT FAR-REACHING LEGACY 
AS FOUNDER OF MARYLAND MILLION 



J im McKay, the legendary 
ABC Sports broadcaster 
who left an indelible mark 
on Thoroughbred racing as 
the originator of the Maryland 
Million, died on Belmont Stakes 
day, June 7, at the age of 86. 

After a groundbreaking 
career in network journalism, 
including nearly 40 years as the 
host of ABC^s ‘Wide World 
of Sports,” Mr. McKay (whose 
real name was McManus) and 
his wife, Margaret, retired 
to their Belle field Farm in 
Monkton, Md., which had 


been their home since the mid- 
1980s. 

Both enthusiastic devotees 
of racing, the McManuses bred 
and raced a number of horses, 
including Sean’s Ferrari, who 
gave Mr. McKay one of his 
greatest thrills —and left him 
uncustomarily speechless- 
while capturing the second 
running of the Maryland Mil¬ 
lion Nursery in 1987. 

Mr. McKay came up with 
the idea for the Maryland 
Million while he and his wife 
were traveling home from the 


inaugural Breeders’ Cup in 
1984. The Maryland Million, 
modeled after the Breeders’ 
Cup and restricted to nomi¬ 
nated runners conceived in 
Maryland, became the first 
state sires stakes single day 
program in the country; it has 
since spurred other states to 
estabhsh similar events. 

Mr. McKay, who was a 
broadcaster on numerous Triple 
Crown races in which ABC won 
several Echpse Awards, earned 
many racing honors, including 
the Joe Palmer Award from 


the National Turf Writers 
Association (2000); the Big 
Sport of Turfdom Award 
from the Turf Publicists of 
America (1986); the Old Hill¬ 
top Award from the Mary¬ 
land Jockey Club (1984); and 
the Engelhard Award from 
the Kentucky Thoroughbred 
Owners and Breeders (1978 
and 1990). 

In 2000, Mr. McKay was 
named the recipient of the 
Echpse Award of Merit, pre¬ 
sented in honor of an indi¬ 
vidual’s hfetime achievements 
in Thoroughbred racing. 

“He was the personifica¬ 
tion of class and style,” said 
A1 Michaels, who worked with 
Mr. McKay for many years at 
ABC. “There has never been 
a more respected individual in 
the business and deservedly 
so. His love for hfe could only 
be matched by his love for [his 
wife] Margaret. His enthusi¬ 
asm permeated every event 
he covered and thus always 
made it far more interesting. 
I always thought of him as a 
favorite teacher. He was so 
into whatever it was he was 
doing that he drew you into 
every event he covered.” 

Said Maryland MiUion exe¬ 
cutive director Cricket Good- 
all: “We are all saddened by 
Jim McKay’s death, but we 
are proud that the Maryland 
Million is a part of his legacy. 
He loved Maryland and horse 
racing, and we will continue 
to strive to make his vision for 
Maryland’s championship day 
of racing a successful reality.” 

Mr. McKay is survived by 
his wife and two children. His 
son, Sean McManus, is presi¬ 
dent of CBS Sports and CBS 
News. 
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JIMMY CROLL: HALL OF FAME TRAINER 



W arren A. (Jimmy) Croll, 
the Hall of Fame train¬ 
er who was a fixture on 
the backstretch at Monmouth 
Park for more than 50 years, 
died on June 6 at the age of 
88. 

Mr. CroU, a native of Bryn 
Mawr, Pa., developed four 
champions, including 1994 
Horse of the Year Holy Bull, 
and etched his name in racing 
history as the trainer of lead¬ 
ing sire Mr. Prospector. 

He was inducted into rac¬ 
ing’s Hall of Fame in 1994. 

Holy BuU was bred by 
Mr. Croll’s longtime chent 
Rachel Carpenter, who died 
on August 14,1993, bequeath¬ 
ing Mr. CroU her entire racing 
stable. Holy BuU won his first 
career start on the day of Mrs. 
Carpenter’s death. 

Despite a mystifying 12th- 
place finish in the Kentucky 
Derby, Holy BuU dominated 
the 3-year-old division, win¬ 
ning eight graded stakes, 
including five Grade Is: the 
Florida Derby, Metropohtan 
and HaskeU Invitational Han¬ 
dicaps and Travers and Wood¬ 
ward Stakes. In addition to 
his horse of the year title, he 
was voted champion 3-year- 
old male. 

Mr. Croll’s other cham¬ 
pions were Parka, a $10,000 
claim who estabUshed himself 
as the nation’s best turf run¬ 


ner of 1965; Forward Gal (top 
2-year-old filly of 1970); and 
Housebuster, who took the 
nation’s sprint tide in 1990 
and ’91. 

Among Mr. CroU’s other 
career highhghts was sad- 
dUng Bet Twice to win the 
1987 Belmont Stakes-foiUng 
Alysheba’s bid for the Triple 
Crown. He also developed A1 
Hattab, a leading 3-year-old of 
1969 who became the dam sire 
of Holy BuU. 

In all, Mr. CroU was credit¬ 
ed with 48 graded stakes wins. 

He retired from training 
in 2002 and turned his sta¬ 
ble over to his son, WUUam 
E. CroU. However, Mr. CroU 
remained active as an owner 
until his death. 

A Ufelong horseman, Mr. 
CroU rode hunters and jump¬ 
ers in his youth, and once 
participated in the Devon 
Horse Show near his home on 
Philadelphia’s Main Line. 

He was introduced to racing 
by an uncle, W. EUis Johnson, 
who campaigned at the local 
fairs and half-mUe tracks. Mr. 
CroU yearned for a career as 
a jockey, but ‘Aever did any 
good” in his efforts in races, 
he recaUed in a 1994 interview 
with Mid-Atlantic Thoroughbred. 
StiU he “had a lot of fun try- 
ing.” 

He enroUed in a pre-veteri- 
nary program at the University 


of Pennsylvania, but dropped 
out of college when the pull 
of the horse world became 
too strong. 

“I couldn’t sit stiU. My heart 
wasn’t in it,” he said of his col¬ 
lege classes, which were pre¬ 
ceded by early morning hours 
as an exercise rider at steeple¬ 
chase trainer Morris Dixon’s 
farm in nearby Newtown 
Square. 

Mr. CroU started out on 
the race track as an employee 


of trainer CharUe MUes, and 
took out his trainer’s Ucense 
in 1940. He won his first race 
that year with Circus Wings, a 
horse he bought for $50. 

World War II interrupted 
his training career, and he 
served two and a half years in 
the China-Burma-India theater 
of operations. After the war, 
he trained in Maryland, New 
York and Delaware before 
eventuaUy settUng on the New 
Jersey-Florida circuit.

New Bolton 
Center’s Widener 
Hospital builds 
toward future 


A fter more than 50 years, even the best-kept homes 
tend to need major renovation. 

And so it is with the University of Pennsylvania’s 
New Bolton Center, which has been home to some of the 
best veterinary medical care in the world since opening its 
doors in 1954. 

October 17 is the launching date for a $125 million 
fundraising campaign to support the University of 
Pennsylvania School of Veterinary Medicine.

‘renovations, additions and enhancements” to the George D.

Rick Porter’s 
wild ride 

Mid-Atlantic-hased owner talks about his extreme highs 
and lows—and horror accompanying loss of Kentucly 
Derby-G1 runner-up Eight Belles, bj Sean Clang 


U pset about Eight 
Belles? Disgusted? Still 
haunted by the scene 
of the filly breaking her front 
legs and being euthanized with¬ 
in minutes of her runner-up 
performance in the Kentucky 
Derby? Think you had trou¬ 
ble defending the racing game 
when CNN, BETA and every 
blogger latched onto the trag¬ 
edy? 

What if you were Rick 
Porter, owner of Eight Belles? 

You made the audacious 
decision to skip the Kentucky 
Oaks, where you were a lock, 
and go for the Kentucky Derby 
Opted to tackle the boys. You 
wear bow ties and red sport 
coats. You started your own 
Web site, choreographing your 
stable’s every move. You leap 
to the microphone and talk to 
the press whenever asked. You 
don’t hire a racing manager— 
you are your racing manager. 
Now the best 3-year-old filly 
in the sport, the one that you 
thought was going to win your 
first Echpse Award, is dead. 

You didn’t see her go down. 
No, you were celebrating your 
second straight runner-up 
effort in the greatest of races 
when your son slapped you to 
reahty. You stumbled to the 
track and made the long dis¬ 
tressing walk back to the barn. 



Reporters jammed tape record¬ 
ers under your nose. 

'Eow do you feelC 
''Do you think running against 
the boys was a mistake^ 

"Canyou put it into wordsC 
You’re numb. You just want 
to hide. Go home. Regroup. 
Try to make sense of a sense¬ 
less day. 

Delaware native Rick Porter, 
68, lived the nightmare on the 
first Saturday in May. 

Since buying his first race 
horse 15 years ago. Porter had 
experienced the highest of 
highs-with 2006 Breeders’ 
Cup Distaff-Gl winner 
Round Pond. . . 2000 Alabama 
Stakes-Gl heroine Jostle... and 
the indefatigable Hard Spun, 
who won four graded stakes 
last season and finished second 
in the Breeders’ Cup Classic, 
Kentucky Derby and Haskell 
Handicap (all Grade 1). 

He thought he had expe¬ 
rienced the lows. But this one 
was the highest of highs and 
then the lowest of lows in a 
matter of minutes. 

Porter’s friends call him 
lucky. He considers himself 
lucky in horse racing—from 
the selection of horses to the 
selections of selectors to the 
selection of trainers. He and 
^ his selection team, mainly Tom 
I McGreevy, John Servis and 
i Carol Murray, have lucked out 
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Eight Belles tested the track at Churchill Downs with her trainer Larry Jones aboard. 


Porter knew there were no 
drugs. His vet hills with Jones 
are miniscule; they average 
$100 a month. 


with their choices of graded 
stakes winners, who also have 
included Grade 2 Rem sen win¬ 
ner Rockport Harbor. 

But lucky people don’t lose 
a fiUy at the top of her game in 
the Kentucky Derby 

Porter studied Eight BeUes’s 
speed numbers, he studied her 
form, he studied the other 
Derby contenders, he consult¬ 
ed Eight Belles’s trainer Larry 
Jones, and thought she had a 
real shot to win the Kentucky 
Derby 

He told Jones he wanted to 
run in the Derby, but only if 
Eight Belles was training better 
than she had ever trained. The 
gray daughter of Unbridled’s 
Song had won five races in nine 
starts, including four in a row 
leading to the Derby. She had 
run at least once a month since 
her debut at Delaware Park 
last September. She justified 
Porter’s gamble as she handled 
everybody but the undefeated 
Big Brown. Then the bottom 
fell out. 


‘Tt was horrible for Larry, 
horrible for [his wife] Cindy, 
horrible for his assistants, hor¬ 
rible for everybody at the barn, 
then horrible for us,” Porter 
said. ‘Tans all over the world 
were rooting for an underdog 
filly against the boys. It just 
struck a nerve. Bad things hap¬ 
pen and you don’t know why.” 

Porter and Jones tried to 
figure out why, sending Eight 
Belles for a necropsy partly to 
find out for themselves and 
partly to shut up the ambu¬ 
lance-chasing detractors who 
had contributed to the fire 
storm of negative press for the 
owner, the trainer, the sport. 

The necropsy turned up 
nothing: no aneurysm, no 
bleeding and most importantly 
no drugs other than the per¬ 
mitted level of Lasix. Porter 
knew there were no drugs. 
His vet bills with Jones are 
miniscule; they average $100 
a month. He’s never received 
a vet bill for an injection of 
a Jones horse. Luckily for the 


sport, which found itself in 
a maelstrom of criticism and 
bad press. Eight Belles was 
drug free. The results helped 
Porter and Jones. At least they 
had some credence to their 
argument that it was a terrible 
accident, a bad step or a bad 
stride or maybe just bad luck. 
Nothing more. 

“We took such a ripping 
over Eight Belles. Sometimes, 
unfortunately, things happen,” 
Jones said. “It was tough. It 
didn’t put a strain on his and 
my relationship, but it stressed 
all of us. It’s amazing how it 
stresses everybody on every 


level. Everybody’s reading aU 
this stuff and I kept saying, it’s 
not true. That’s why we did the 
drug test. We had to prove it. If 
you can withstand that, we can 
take the good times.” 

And there have been plenty 
of good times for Porter’s Fox 
HiU Farm, a place that doesn’t 
exist geographically. 

Porter lives in Chadds Ford, 
Pa., and Hobe Sound, Fla. The 
horses are spread out among a 
handful of trainers, with Jones 
in charge of the majority of 
them from Porter’s brand- 
new barn at Fair Flill Training 
Center in Fair HiU, Md. 
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Fox Hi!! Farm barn at Fair Hii! Training Center was buiit from the ground up in 2007-V8. it provides year-round quarters for trainer Larry Jones, who 
currentiy has three dozen of Porter’s runners at the site, inciuding 2008 Suburban Handicap-G1 runner-up SoiarFiare (Arg) and numerous 2-year-oids. 


Porter bought a Fair Hill site 
that previously belonged to 
trainer Ricky Hendriks. Then 
he flattened the existing barn 
and built an immaculate barn 
that houses 36 of his horses, 
including 2008 Suburban Han- 
dicap-Gl runner-up Solar Flare 
(Arg), stakes performer Honest 
Man, and a brigade of 2-year- 
olds. 

The stable pony and Proud 
Spell (whom Jones sent out 
to win this year’s Kentucky 
Oaks-Gl for breeder Brereton 
Jones) are the only two inhabit¬ 
ants who don’t belong to Porter. 
Fox Hill Farm’s silks adorn the 
iron jockey out front and pho¬ 
tographs of Fox HiU winners 
hang on the walls of the tack- 
room. This is the engine room 
for Porter’s assault on the sport 
of horse racing. 

‘d had Round Pond with 
Michael Mat 2 at Fair Hill, so 1 
got to know the lay of the land 
and got to realize how much 
of a spectacular training facil¬ 
ity it is,” Porter said. ‘T started 
thinking, d wish I could train 
all my horses out here,’ but I 


needed a commitment from 
Larry. 

“Cindy said, Wouldn’t it be 
nice to have a place to call 
home, stop going from track to 
track and carting your furniture 
from one place to another?’ 
They gave me the commitment 
to stay year-round. That was 
the main reason. Now it looks 
like all the pieces of the puzzle 
are in place.” 

Porter goes to Fair Hill 
often. 

“Larry will probably tell you 
too often, but whenever I’m 
home I’m out there,” Porter 
said. “It’s terrific. It’s nice to do 
whatever you want to do; it’s 
your barn.” 

Porter knows the area well. 
He grew up going to the races 
at Delaware Park and talking 
horses with schoolmate Annie 
Jones (then Annie Lunger), 
whose parents, Jane and Harry 
Lunger, owned the famed 
Christiana Stable. 

Porter’s family was 
entrenched in the world of 
automobiles. His grandfather 
returned from the General 
Motors plant in Detroit and 


started a car dealership in 1926, 
then his father took it over in 
1952 and Porter made it three 
generations in 1962. Porter 
Chevrolet and Porter Hyundai 
are based in Newark, Del., 
about 10 minutes from Fair 
Hill. Porter always Hked the 
races, hitting the track with his 
father as a kid and starting out 
as a $2 bettor, but never really 
considering owning horses. At 
least until he walked into a car 
dealership about 15 years ago 
and a friend asked if he wanted 
to go see a horse of his run 
at the track. Sure, and, in his 
words, the rest is history. Porter 
met Servis and bought a couple 
of claimers. 

“I didn’t know what I was 
doing, but the more I con¬ 
tinued on the more I realized 
you had to spend a little bit 
more money to get a better 
horse, so I started stepping up 
at the yearhng sales,” Porter 
said. “Eventually I learned to 
surround myself with the right 
people and came up with a plan 
to at least give us a chance to 
get lucky.” 


Porter has a game plan in 
place, but knows it’s only as 
good as the luck he’s dealt. 

“People ask me aU the time, 
What’s the deal with horse rac¬ 
ing?’” Porter said. “To be hon¬ 
est, I figure there are three 
things. One, the selection pro¬ 
cess of the horses. Two, the 
trainers you select. Three, luck. 
And you know it’s a hell of a 
business plan when 33V& per¬ 
cent of it is luck. And it might 
be 66 percent.” 

Porter quickly went from 
owning a couple of claimers to 
being the ultimate end-user at 
yearling sales. He developed a 
plan to buy 15 to 18 yearlings 
a year, averaging $250,000 per 
hammer fall. 

He’s not a syndicate, he’s 
not a pinhooker, he’s not a 
breeding farm. He’s buying to 
race and his goal is to race at 
the highest level. He campaigns 
a few horses in partnership — 
crack 3-year-old sprinter 
Kodiak Kowboy competes for 
Vinery and Fox Hill while 
recent Salvator Mile-G3 third- 
place finisher Honest Man runs 
for WinStar Farm and Fox Hill. 
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On the breeding side, he’s 
hooked up with Darley on sev¬ 
eral occasions to put together 
star-studded horse deals. 

‘^It’s developed. I can’t say 
enough for the people selecting 
the horses. That’s where it all 
happens. Eventually I have to 
make the decision,” Porter said. 
“If you pick out one or two 
nice horses at the sales you’re 
going to have a good year. If 
you come up empty, you’re 
going to have a long year.” 

Porter and Servis formed 
a strong and what seemed like 
an everlasting team. Based 
at Philadelphia Park, Servis 
developed both Jostle and 
Round Pond. After engineer¬ 
ing Smarty Jones’s magical ride 
that encompassed victories 
in the Kenmcky Derby and 
Preakness, Servis came up with 
Rockport Harbor for Porter 
that fall. 

Rockport Harbor showed 
flashes of talent but ultimately 
couldn’t s tay s ound long enough 
to dent the Triple Crown of 
2005. 

In 2006, Porter came to a 
divide with Servis. Both took 
the high road and chalked it 
up to a relationship running its 
course. It had been 12 years. 
Porter took Round Pond and 
sent her to Matz, and began 
utilizing other trainers, includ¬ 
ing Steve Klesaris and the big 
cowboy from Kentucky—Larry 
Jones. 

Success followed with 
Round Pond upsetting the 
Breeders’ Cup Distaff in 2006. 
Round Pond fractured her knee 
while making her second start 
as a 5-year-old in Oaklawn 
Park’s Grade 1 Apple Blossom 
Handicap. Porter sold her to 
Darley for $5.75 million at the 
2007 Fasig-Tipton November 
sale. 

Under Jones’s tutelage, 
Pennsylvania-bred Hard Spun 
emerged as a standout 2-year- 
old in 2006. From the great 
sire Danzig’s second-to-last 
crop. Hard Spun — purchased 
by Porter for $400,000 after 
he failed to meet his reserve 
at the Keeneland September 
sale —put up an undefeated 
campaign in his juvenile year 
and then danced every dance 
through the Triple Crown. 

Needing a Grade 1 victo¬ 
ry to seal a stallion deal with

Darley, Hard Spun shortened 
up to win the seven-furlong 
King’s Bishop at Saratoga. 
He was retired at the end of 
last season with earnings of 
$2,673,470 and now stands at 
Darley in Lexington, Ky. 

Porter wanted to campaign 
Hard Spun at 4, but couldn’t 
agree to what silks the horse 
would wear, so he complet¬ 
ed a ghtzy package of Street 
Sense and Any Given Saturday 
acquired by Darley for the 2008 
breeding season. 

For Porter, Hard Spun 
became the north star. He 
single-handedly took Porter’s 
racing business from a loss to 
a profit. 

“Trust me, I was way, way in 
the red until Hard Spun. He’s 


the one that made a huge dif¬ 
ference,” Porter said. “Round 
Pond, Rockport Harbor helped, 
but Hard Spun. . . if something 
hadn’t happened, I may have 
said this game is too tough. 

“rU never know because I 
was fortunate enough to get a 
couple good ones and be able 
to cash in and get my capital 
back. I’m very proud to say I’m 
in the black, because I was in 
the dark red for a long while. 
Good old Hard Spun.” 

Porter starts every year with 
a budget to campaign and pur¬ 
chase horses. Some years he 
goes over it, usually on a son or 
daughter of Unbridled’s Song, 
sire of Eight Belles (who cost 
$375,000 at the 2006 Keeneland 
September Yearhng sale) and 


Rockport Harbor (a $470,000 
Keeneland September pur¬ 
chase in 2003). Some years he 
sticks to it. Rarely is he under 
it. At present, he has about 40 
horses in training and is about 
to embark on replenishing his 
stock at the yearhng sales. 

It’s a simple plan. Select 
and purchase the best set of 
yearhngs you can afford. Then 
campaign them for a fix of 
action and hope that one of 
them can balance the books. 

Last year. Fox HiU Farm 
runners won 38 races from 162 
starts, placing Porter’s entity 
ninth on the national owners’ 
hst while picking up more than 
$3.7 miUion. 

So far this year, the stable 
has won 17 races and earned 
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more than $1.2 million, good 
enough to place in the top 25 in 
the national standings. (These 
statistics include horses owned 
solely by Fox HiU, not the ones 
Porter owns in partnership.) 

^What I try to do is come 
close to breaking even with my 
expenses of training horses and 
purse income,” Porter 
explained. ‘‘The real challenge 
is how am I going to get that 
money back I gave Fasig-Tipton 
and Keeneland. 

“Fve also reali 2 ed you have 
to keep a manageable stable 
because it can get ahead of you. 
IPs always a big challenge to go 
out and buy horses and stay 
within a budget and a num¬ 
ber.” 

Porter is a reahst; he pays 
the monthly training bills of 40 
horses. At Fair Hill, the going 
day rate is anywhere from $80 
to $100 a day. In a world where 
expense money always goes out 
faster than purse money comes 
in, iPs the breeding world that 
plays savior. 

“The secret is to come up 
with a good horse, one that 
makes a stallion or a top brood¬ 
mare,” Porter said. “ThaPs the 
only way you're ever going to 
get the investment you made in 


yearlings back. If you don't get 
one of those, there is no way 
you're going to make enough 
in purses.” 

He's a realist, but he's also 
the ultimate horse owner-play¬ 
ing his passion and dreaming 
of the next big horse to put 
him on the big stage. He was 
set to race Round Pond at 5, he 
wanted to compete Hard Spun 
at 4, he swung for the fences 
with Eight Belles. He likes to 
see his silks. 

“My fun, my passion is to 
go watch them run in big races. 
If you've been lucky enough 
to get a good horse, shelling 
out the insurance money is a 
big problem; it's hard to cover 
the insurance with the purse 
income,” he said. 

Porter continued: “I don't 
mind running them even if 
I have to lose money, just to 
be able to watch them run in 
top Grade Is as a 4-year-old. 
I'm sure Jess Jackson is losing 
money [by continuing to race 
2007 Horse of the Year Curhn 
this season at age 4]. But you 
know what, he's having fun. 

“It is a business, but we're 
in it for the pride and really 
the challenge to get a horse 
like Round Pond, Hard Spun 


or a Curhn. That's what it's all 
about. When you get one. You 
don't want to retire him, you 
want to keep going, at least I 
do. Sometimes you have to let 
your heart prevail over your 
pocketbook.” 

Porter isn't far off high-pro¬ 
file sports franchise owners hke 
DaUas Mavericks' Mark Cuban 
or New York Yankees's George 
Steinbrenner. He's invigorated 
by the competition, intrigued 
by the challenge. And he's 
not against sticking his neck 
out and taking the heat for 
his gumption. Money doesn't 
guarantee success in horse rac¬ 
ing, and Porter hkes that. 

“There is no secret formu¬ 
la,” he noted. “It's hke the golf 
game. If someone could figure 
how to make people hke me a 
good golfer, they'd make a lot, 
a lot of money. If someone 
could figure out how to look 
at a yearhng and say there's a 
Grade 1 winner, you'd make a 
lot of money. My golf game 
stinks.” 

Who's got time for golf? 
There's a car dealership with his 
name on it, 40 horses training, 
and a family that includes five 
grandchildren. Wife Betsy, sons 


Cory and Scott and daughter 
Tracey share the racing bug. 

“They support my passion,” 
Porter said. “My daughter and 
both my sons love to go to 
the races. They're into it. That 
makes a big difference when 
you've got the whole family 
involved.” 

Involved. That would 
be another word to describe 
Porter as an owner. He knows 
owners are meant to sit back 
and watch and maybe not get 
behind the wheel. But he's not 
that kind of man. He's going to 
know exactly where his horses 
stand and what races are com¬ 
ing up for them. Sure, he takes 
long summer stints in Rockport 
Harbor, Me., but he's never too 
far from the training charts or 
the Racing Form. 

Porter showed up at the 
Preakness stakes barn two 
years ago and first interviewed 
Jones's assistant while Jones 
was away. Eventually, Porter 
got around to talking to Jones 
about transferring some horses 
to him. Once Jones checked 
with his friend Servis, he said 
he'd take some horses, knowing 
that it wouldn't be a “call me 
when they're going to run” type 
of relationship. Jones quickly 
learned that Porter is a good 
handicapper, knows where his 
horses fit and isn't afraid to 
share his opinion. 

“He's more hands-on than 
most owners, but he's not set 
in his ways,” Jones said. “If you 
have a reason for what you're 
doing, he's good with that. 

“He has the same dedica¬ 
tion as we do; he tries to get 
the best horses he can get and 
so far it's worked good. He's 
been a very pleasant surprise to 
work for. I didn't start out with 
the first string; I got horses that 
were on the borderline between 
running and retiring.” 

One of the first horses 
Jones had for Porter was a 
$10,000 claimer. The horse ran 
dully for $25,000 and Jones 
called Porter to tell him the 
horse wasn't going anywhere 
on the race track. Porter told 
him to give the horse away, find 
him a good home, get him off 
the track. The horse is now in 
the hunter/jumper ring. 

Porter is content with his 
trainer right now. He's content 
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with his advisors in Kentucky. 
Led by Vinery’s Tom Ludt and 
Darley’s Jimmy Bell and Dan 
Pride, the Kentucky contingent 
tries to advise Porter in his 
racing and breeding operation. 
Ludt has known Porter since 
the early days. 

‘‘He’s been very loyal, con¬ 
siderate and fair,” Ludt said. 
“He’s definitely very passionate 
and involved. He uses great 
instinct and business judgment. 
As an owner he’s very fun and 
involved. He’s very good for 
the game and you have to be 
happy for him. We need more 
Rick Porters in the game.” 

Porter learned in the car 
business: Surround yourself 
with the best, buy the best 
(cars or horses) and then hope 3 
for the best. 5 

“I don’t care what business § 
it is, you try and acquire the 
best inventory, the best mer¬ 
chandise, the best players and 
then you’ve got to let your 
trainer do his thing,” Porter 
said. “There is one similar¬ 
ity that is very, very clear to 
me-success in horse racing or 
whatever industry stems from 
one thing, surrounding your¬ 
self with the right people. The 
people are everything.” 


It was the people who got 
Porter through the tragedy of 
Eight Belles. When you’re win¬ 
ning, it’s easy to have an entou¬ 
rage. It’s when you’re struggling 
that you need them. Porter 
talked it out with his family, his 
friends, Jones. 


“I wasn’t sure I wanted to go 
on. You try and talk it out and 
get it off your chest, try not to 
keep it inside and gradually. . . 
you’ll never forget it, just some¬ 
how you keep going,” Porter 
said. “It’s tough emotionally. 
It wasn’t good financially of 


course, but I don’t think of 
it like that. I guess it taught 
me the lows are probably even 
lower than you thought they 
could be; they can bring a man 
to his knees. She sure brought 
us to our knees.” ^

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Requiem 
for a 

missiag crown 

Within the last three decades, Big Brown 
is the 11th Kentuc!^ Derby/Preakness winner to 
lose the Belmont, and the first who fiailed to finish.

S ome were disappointed. 
Many were apathetic. 
Others simply laughed at 
the crazy game we play. 

Big Brown-and the Triple 
Crown —came and went on 
a sweltering afternoon at 
Belmont Park and few fans 
could process what they saw. 
On June 7, the undefeated heir 
apparent, the golden boy, the 
wunderkind, finally reached the 
end of his tether. And again 
the sport was left in kmbo with 
more questions than answers. 

The fourth-largest crowd in 
Belmont Stakes history-94,476 
strong-watched the unfathom¬ 
able as Robert LaPenta’s Da’ 
Tara, the longest shot on the 
board (even longer than maid¬ 
en Guadalcanal), wired eight 
rivals and provided trainer Nick 
Zito with his second Belmont 
Stakes victory. That was wild. 

Kent Desormeaux pulled 
up Big Brown on the turn, 
then needed the length of the 
stretch to throttle him down to 
a trot. That was surreal. 

The vanquished champion 
was under pressure leaving the 
backside and officially failed to 
finish. The bizarre result added 
more confusion to a roUick- 
ing and doubt-strewn Triple 
Crown. 

Thoroughbred racing will 
change because of the 2008 
Triple Crown. The sport will 
change because of the death 
of Eight Belles in the Kentucky 
Derby and the overriding drug 
issue surrounding Big Brown 
and his trainer, Richard Dutrow 
>• 

Eight Belles broke her front 
legs and was euthanized on the 
track moments after finishing 
second in the Derby. Dutrow, 
who carries a long list of viola¬ 
tions both for himself and his 
horses, admitted using the ana- 
bohc steroid Winstrol on Big 
Brown. The legal drug wasn’t 
so much the sticking point. It 
was the fact that Thoroughbred 
racing allows steroids in an age 
in which steroids have become 
taboo, and Dutrow acted so 
flippant about it. 

Either way, the sport reached 
its pubhc perception nadir. 


For Big Brown, nothing went 
right between the Preakness 
and the Belmont. A nagging 
hoof finally blew out into a full- 
fledged quarter crack, splitting 
his left front hoof from top to 
bottom. The injury forced Big 
Brown to miss training and 
may or may not have cost him 
the Triple Crown. 

Why it happened will remain 
in the annals of unanswerable 
questions in the sport. Big 
Brown’s connections grasped at 
moonbeam excuses: the horse 
spooked from the starter stand¬ 
ing on the track. Desormeaux 
blew it when he took hold of 
the horse into the first turn. A 
loose hind shoe cost him. The 
drying-out race track sunk him. 
Excuses, all. 

What do we know? The 
Triple Crown remained 
untouchable and the big horse 
had left the building. 

It was a sad sight as Big 
Brown ducked off the stage, 
through the mnnel at Belmont 
Park, his connections trying to 
decipher what they had just 
seen. Big Brown walked off 
the track sound—that was the 
good news. 

As bad as things went for 
Big Brown during the three 
weeks after the Preakness, his 
trip in the Belmont looked hke 
a reenactment of the Titanic, 


with the Hindenberg thrown in 
for good measure. 

Breaking from the rail. 
Big Brown balked and stut¬ 
tered right, bouncing into 
Guadalcanal. The first blip in the 
game plan caused Desormeaux 
to snatch on Big Brown, put¬ 
ting the horse on the defensive 
and on the bridle. Desormeaux 
then looked for a seam to come 
off the rail and find a stalking 
spot behind the lone speed. Da’ 
Tara, who had outrun every¬ 
body into the first turn. Eibar 
Coa on Tale of Ekati ran the 
boundary Hke a junk yard dog, 
forcing Desormeaux to make a 
dramatic move, crossing lanes 
and bouncing into Anak Nakal 
while wide. 

By the time the field hit the 
backside. Da’ Tara had an easy 
length on Tale of Ekati, with 
Big Brown outside in third. 
Finally, Big Brown could take 
his first relaxed breath. Despite 
the first-turn melee. Big Brown 
was where he needed to be 
after a quarter in :23.82 and 
a half in :48.30. After three- 
quarters in 1:12.90, Da’ Tara 
and jockey Alan Garcia cruised 
along untouched and unflus¬ 
tered. 

Desormeaux, who had 
barely nudged Big Brown in 
the first two legs of the Triple 
Crown, began to feel the pinch 


as the field left the backside. 
Big Brown backpedaled as Da’ 
Tara opened up and Denis of 
Cork closed from the back to 
give the only semblance of a 
closing punch. 

By the time Denis of Cork 
had made up the long gap and 
Big Brown had exited to the 
middle of the track. Da’ Tara 
was long gone, pouring it on 
through the stretch to win by 
five and a quarter lengths over 
Denis of Cork and a dead heat 
of Anak Nakal (also trained by 
Zito) and Ready’s Echo. Da’ 
Tara finished the one and a 
half miles in 2:29.65. 

It took Big Brown far lon¬ 
ger to canter under the wire, 
and that was done just by sheer 
willpower and competitive¬ 
ness. Desormeaux looked for 
the exit ramp on the far turn, 
trying to save the horse fur¬ 
ther pounding. The big sweep¬ 
ing turns at Belmont never 
looked or felt so long as when 
Big Brown veered out of the 
Belmont Stakes, Desormeaux 
yanking at the reins as the once 
undefeated colt felt defeat for 
the first time. Felt defeat Hke a 
slap in the mouth. 

Poof The Belmont Stakes 
claimed yet another Triple 
Crown pretender. There wasn’t 
even a moment when it looked 
possible. No, this wasn’t Smarty 
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First time past the stands: Da' Tara (#6) is headed for the iead, white Big Brown (to the inside) is ctearty rank and fighting the bit. 


Do you want him to win'? 

The question became a dividing line 
before^ during and after the Belmont. 


Jones running on fumes. It 
wasn't Silver Charm falling prey 
late. It wasn't Real Quiet's des¬ 
perate last furlong. No, this one 
never really happened. The race 
turned into a surreal moment 
in a sport that never gives away 
anything. Some fans laughed at 
the audacity of the Big Brown 
connections. Some laughed at 
themselves for thinking it was a 
foregone conclusion. 

Do you want him to win? 
The question became a divid¬ 
ing hne before, during and 
after the Belmont. Big Brown 
and his connections forced the 
issue —some wanted him to 
win, others didn't. By the time 
it was over, it didn't matter. 

Since Affirmed in 1978, the 
scoreboard reads Belmont 


Stakes 11, pretenders 0. Specta¬ 
cular Bid, Pleasant Colony, 
Alysheba, Sunday Silence, Silver 
Charm, Real Quiet, Charismatic, 
War Emblem, Funny Cide, 
Smarty Jones and now Big 
Brown. 

Nick Zito's seen them all. 
He's played the spoiler in two 
of them. First it was Birds tone 
devouring a bankrupt Smarty 
Jones in the final furlong. This 
time, it was Da' Tara, a horse 
eligible for a one-other-than 
allowance race before the 
Belmont. 

Bred by WinStar Farm, Da' 
Tara attracted Zito at Fasig- 
Tip ton's Saratoga Selected 
Yearlings sale in 2006. LaPenta 
wrote a check for $175,000, 
thinking the strapping son of 


Tiznow would join his pin¬ 
hooking group. 

Instead, he began his career 
as a lesser light in Zito's barn, 
overshadowed by LaPenta's 
formidable War Pass, who 
captured the Champagne 
Stakes-Gl and Breeders' Cup 
Juvenile Stakes-Gl, and was 
the overwhelming choice for 
the Eclipse Award as last year's 
champion 2-year-old male. 

War Pass's glory faded after 
he finished last as favorite in 
the Tampa Bay Derby-G3, but 
he continued to carry LaPenta 
and Zito's best hopes for the 
Triple Crown with a game sec¬ 
ond in the Wood Memohal-Gl 
on April 5. Two weeks after that 
came the stunning announce¬ 
ment of an ankle injury that 


ended War Pass's Triple Crown 
prospects, and possibly his 
career. 

Da' Tara made his debut at 
Belmont Park in September, 
faUing a length behind stable- 
mate Anak Nakal but winning 
a three-way photo for second. 
He returned going two turns at 
Calder in December and disap¬ 
pointed, winding up fourth as 
the favorite. Sent to the lead by 
Joe Bravo in his next start. Da' 
Tara dispatched nine foes to 
break his maiden at Gulfstream 
Park on January 5. On February 
22, he failed in an allowance 
test, finishing third. 

Zito, never one to duck 
stakes assignments, took a shot 
in the Florida Derby-Gl—Big 
Brown's Florida Derby—but 
Da' Tara lacked the seasoning 
for the assignment, finishing 
ninth of 12. 

‘‘He wasn't ready to run 
with the big boys in Florida," 
Zito said. “Mr. LaPenta Hkes 
the Kentucky Derby, so we ran 
in the Florida Derby to see 
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what we Ve got. He got in a lit¬ 
tle trouble, but he wasn’t up to 
those horses; I thought, ‘He’ll 
be good with time.’” 

Again, Zito thought big and 
tried the Derby Trial (on April 
26 at Churchill Downs), on 
the premise that if he won Da’ 
Tara could go to the Preakness. 
Under Larry Melancon, Da’ 
Tara ran evenly to finish fifth 
behind Macho Again. The vet¬ 
eran jockey came back and told 
Zito the horse was made to go 
long. 

Still, the effort failed to ehc- 
it Preakness dreams, so Zito 
opted for the Barbaro Stakes 
on the Preakness undercard. 
Looking back on it. Da’ Tara 
ran a sneaky good race in the 
Barbaro, missing by a half- 
length to Roman Emperor. 
Jockey John Vela 2 que 2 told 
Zito to keep the faith. 

Tackhng his fourth straight 
stakes. Da’ Tara appeared over¬ 
matched in the Belmont. But 
Zito saw an opening. The Hall 
of Lamer handicapped the 
race and knew there was only 
one place for Da’ Tara-on the 
lead. 

“If he got on the lead, he’s 
got the components, the pedi¬ 
gree. As soon as I saw the 
charts, the probables, I said, 
‘There ain’t any speed Hke 
him,’” Zito said. “When he ran 
in the Barbaro, which is becom¬ 
ing a pretty good [Belmont 
Stakes] prep, Johnny said, ‘This 
is a real nice horse.’” 

Vela2que2 abandoned ship 
to ride Ready’s Echo for his 
main chent, Todd Pletcher, 
and Zito employed Garcia, the 
jockey who rode Da’ Tara in his 
debut. Garcia, 22, is just young 
enough to put Da’ Tara on the 
lead, daring Big Brown to come 
and get him. The Belmont is 
usually won with speed and 
Da’ Tara possessed the deadli¬ 
est speed. 

“If Big Brown wanted to 
get the lead, he could get it. But 
why would he want it?” Zito 
said. “He’U be sitting second 
and maybe he can carry us and 
we’ll see if I’m catching up to 
Big Brown. Let’s say I finish 
second, would that be okay?” 

Zito, 60, has built his career 
by setting up the pins and roll¬ 
ing the baU, even when it looks 


like he’s got nothing but gutter 
balls. He’s sent out 20 runners 
in the Belmont, winning twice, 
finishing second six times and 
third three times. He’s had 
some fourths too. Some of his 
horses looked over the top, oth¬ 
ers looked overmatched, others 
are hard to remember, but he’s 
learned to play the game. Just 
get up and play the game. 

“Learning in this game is 
an ongoing process, but it’s life 
too. I hsten to a lot of preach¬ 
ers. They’re right. One of my 
favorites the other day said 
Henry Ford tried five times, 
Coca-Cola three times, Wrigley 
two times. These people are 
like us; you just keep trying,” 
Zito said. “Mb love the Triple 
Crown; we love the sport. The 
percentages aren’t great, with 
two Belmont wins, but we’ve 
had an impressive Belmont 
[record]. Not Woody, but we’ve 
had an impressive Belmont. We 
like this race. It’s home. I’ll take 
it every four years.” 

Fellow Hall of Fame train¬ 
er Woody Stephens won five 
straight Belmonts. Zito wins 
two in five years —and stops a 
Triple Crown train each time. 

“It’s a harder thing to do 
now because everybody is try¬ 
ing to do it,” Zito said of the 
Triple Crown. “When I grew 
up, the big farms and big breed¬ 
ers were the only ones doing it. 
Nobody talks about the com¬ 
petition. The reason the Triple 
Crown is so hard is because 
of the competition. More peo¬ 
ple trying, more money, more 
foals.” 

The morning after the 
Belmont Stakes paints the ulti¬ 
mate dichotomy of the sport. 
Belmont paraphernalia went at 
half price outside the Morning 
Line Kitchen, the Brown jackets 
getting Httie play. The throng at 
Bobby Frankel’s barn, where 
Big Brown had quartered since 
the Preakness, had dispersed 
like someone dropped a bomb. 
And only one trainer walked 
around giddy about being a 
trainer. 

There was Zito, at the end 
of the roiling five-week Triple 
Crown campaign, answering 
and entertaining a long hne 
of reporters and friends stop¬ 


ping at his venerable barn-the 
one he inherited from Hall of 
Famer Mack Miller, just down 
the horse path from the barn 
of his friend and mentor, the 
late Sidney Watters. It was 
Watters who trained champion 
Hoist the Flag, a great stamina 
influence whose son Pirate’s 
Bounty sired Da’ Tara’s dam, 
Torchera. 

“I love the pedigree book; 
I’m a student of the game,” 


Zito said. “With this horse, 
you’ve got TEnow. He won the 
Breeders’ Cup — Classic — twice. 
On the dam side you’ve got 
Tom Rolfe? When we were 
babies, we watched him win 
the Preakness. And what about 
Hoist the Flag? He’s there, too. 
My boy Sidney Watters. Hoist 
the Flag. Hoist the Flag.” 

A few barns away. Big Brown’s 
flag flew at half staff. ^

What can be done 
for horses who 
lose their run 


W hen a good horse per¬ 
forms poorly for no 
apparent reason, a train¬ 
er can do one of two things: 
Consider the race a ‘‘toss ouf ’ 
and go on with the campaign, 
or call in a veterinarian. 

A trainer who knows a 
horse well usually can judge if 
the horse was simply having 
a bad day But when a horse 
appears to be uncomfortable 
or loses fluidity in his stride, 
prudence dictates a solid diag¬ 
nostic approach to check for 
hidden physical problems that 
may affect performance. 

Jennifer Brown DVM, clini¬ 
cal assistant professor in equine 
surgery and emergency care at 
the Marion duPont Equine 
Medical Center in Leesburg, 
Va., said the first step in inves¬ 
tigating poor performance is 
a thorough lameness examina¬ 
tion, because musculoskeletal 
problems are the most com¬ 
mon cause of performance 
issues in Thoroughbreds. 

The next most common 
issue is found in the airway. 
From there, the clinician per¬ 
forms tests for cardiac function 
and abnormalities in the blood. 

LAMENESS 

After gathering a history 
of the horse and discussing 
with his owner or trainer any 
areas of concern, the clinician 
begins with a general wellness 
examination and progresses 


to the lameness examination. 
Depending on what the clini¬ 
cian finds, various diagnostic 
modahties are then used to 
look more deeply into areas 
that raise questions. 

For the basic lameness 
examination. Brown will ask 
the handler to walk and trot 
the horse back and forth on a 
hard surface; she watches the 


horse’s way of going and notes 
any abnormalities that need to 
be scrutini 2 ed. The veterinar¬ 
ian flexes the horse’s joints to 
see how freely they move and 
determine whether movement 
elicits pain, then palpates them 
for heat, fluid and swelling. 

“If any joint had any fluid, 
you may want to get some 
radiographs to make sure they 
don’t have any chips,” she said. 
Brown also checks the horse’s 
tendons, ligaments, back and 
other soft tissue by palpating 
them for heat, tenderness or 
swelling. Any areas of concern 
are examined further by ultra¬ 
sound, if it is effective for that 
particular part of the horse’s 
anatomy. 

Brown apphes hoof tes¬ 
ters to the horse’s feet. If a 
foot problem exists that is not 
easy to diagnose, chnicians at 
the duPont Center have the 
advantage of using magnetic 
resonance imaging (MRI) to 
identify elusive foot problems. 
The MRI also can image the 
soft tissue in the lower Hmb. 


If a skeletal problem is sus¬ 
pected but nothing shows up 
on radiographs, the clinician 
may opt for a nuclear scintig¬ 
raphy scan to spot areas of 
increased or diminished bone 
activity. Scintigraphy has prov¬ 
en invaluable in the detection 
of microfracmres-small stress 
cracks in the bone that are not 
detectable through standard 
X-rays. 

“So it’s a comprehensive 
soundness exam,” Brown said. 
“We do that before we even 
put a horse on the treadmill, 
which we always do, even just 
briefly, in this exam to make 
sure they’re sound as well.” 

TREADMILL TESTING 

Brown uses a high-speed 
treadmill capable of moving 
as fast as 60 miles per hour, 
along with a full diagnostic 
array to analy 2 e the horse’s air¬ 
way, gait and heart function. 
Among those diagnostics is 
video endoscopy for diagnos¬ 
ing respiratory problems and a 
video gait analysis system con¬ 
sisting of five video cameras 
positioned around and over an 
exercising horse on the tread¬ 
mill. Gait is analy 2 ed using 
markers placed at strategic 
points on the horse’s body that 
enable the cameras to record 
footfalls, foot placement and 
way of going to determine sub¬ 
tle gait abnormalities. 

Brown can do various levels 
of treadmill examinations, the 
most comprehensive of which 
includes respiratory and cardiac 
work-ups. 

“We do a resting endoscopy, 
making sure that at least at rest 
you can tell that the throat is 
normal,” she said. “Endoscopy, 
both at rest and on the tread¬ 
mill, basically is confined to 
the larynx and pharynx—the 
main part of the airway. Most 
of the functional problems and 
functional abnormalities occur 
in those two areas.” 

For problems in the lungs. 
Brown can perform a trans¬ 
tracheal wash (a small mbe is 
inserted in the windpipe and 
flmd is flushed into the tra-

chea and then withdrawn for 
examination) and bronchoal- 
veolar lavage (BAL), a similar 
procedure that takes a sample 
from deeper in the lungs. Both 
procedures can detect lower 
airway inflammation. 

‘‘You can do some different 
respiratory-function tests, simi¬ 
lar to what people do in human 
exercise physiology, to see [the 
rate of| oxygen consumption 
and what the maximum oxy¬ 
gen capacity is,” she said. “You 
have to have some specialized 
equipment for that.” 

If cardiac problems are sus¬ 
pected, Brown ultrasounds the 
heart and conducts an EKG 
while the horse is running on 
the treadmill to make sure heart 
rhythm is normal during exer¬ 
cise. 

“We won’t necessarily do a 
cardiac exam on every horse 
if there doesn’t seem to be 
an indication that it may be a 
cardiac-related issue,” she said. 


Some owners or trainers 
may report that a horse is mak¬ 
ing an upper-airway noise dur¬ 
ing exercise. If Brown is unable 
to get the horse to reproduce 
the noise while running on 
the treadmill, she has a special 
system that can be fitted to 
the horse to record breathing 
sounds in a real-Hfe setting. 

“In that situation, some¬ 
times we’ll send the horse 
home with a microphone and 
have them work the horse and 
get the sound recording so we 
can get a better idea of when 
he is making the respiratory 
noise-inhalation or exhala¬ 
tion-and if it sounds obstruc¬ 
tive or not,” Brown said. 

A special microphone is 
placed on a nose band three 
to six centimeters from the 
horse’s nostrils and the horse is 
fitted with a recording device. 
Spectrogram analysis of the 
voiceprint can reveal subtle 
breathing noises before they 
can be heard by the human ear. 


thus enabling early intervention 
to resolve the problem. 

“We have certain sound 
signatures for a few of these 
respiratory pathologies, such as 
any problems with the vocal 
folds and the arytenoids and 
dorsal displacement of the soft 
palate,” she said. 

Before the treadmill test¬ 
ing begins, blood is drawn for 
a comprehensive blood count 
(CBC) and to establish a base¬ 
line for muscle-function testing 
to see if the horse is suffering 
from some sort of tying-up 
syndrome. When the treadmill 
testing has been completed, 
blood is drawn again to look 
for abnormally elevated mus¬ 
cle enzymes, such as creatine 
kinase and aspartate transami¬ 
nase, which are indicators of 
muscle damage. 

COLLECTION OF 
PROBLEMS 

Brown said that often she 
will see a horse who has a col¬ 
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lection of niggHng problems 
and, together, these may add up 
to poor performance. 

“I would say with some fre¬ 
quency we’ll see a horse that 
will have a couple of differ¬ 
ent problems, such as a mild 
lameness and lower airway 
inflammatory disease or it’s 
a bleeder, and maybe it will 
have some functional abnor¬ 
mality,” she said. “Very often. 
I’ll see musculoskeletal prob¬ 
lems-lamenesses to a minor 
degree that the trainer reports 
aren’t a problem. But then if 
you compound some mild-to- 
moderate respiratory issue on 
top of that, is that a problem? I 
don’t know that we necessarily 
know the answer to that, but I 
would imagine it would be.” 

Brown said that while she 
can test for heart problems, 
when a horse loses interest in 
competition, the one thing she 
can’t test for is “heart.” 

“Some horses as they get 
older are not as competitive, 
and that’s true with human ath¬ 
letes. They just lose that edge.” 

BEFORE TURN-OUT 

Even horses not showing 
signs of injury or iU health 
should be examined before 
being turned out. A horse who 
is racing fit often explodes with 
a burst of energy when turned 
out, and if an undiagnosed 
musculoskeletal problem exists, 
it may give way when the horse 
is bucking, jumping shadows 
and dashing around a turn-out 
area on uneven footing. 

A horse typically is given 
time off because of a prob¬ 
lem that affects performance. 
But if you do not identify that 
problem and treat it during the 
layoff, you are wasting valu¬ 
able time in that horse’s career, 
because unresolved problems 
recur. 

A month off may take care 
of a tittle swelling in a joint, but 
if chips are the cause, the horse 
will be right back on the farm as 
soon as his training intensifies. 
And while time may heal some 
tendon and ligament problems, 
treatment during time off is a 
better approach. ^ 
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Team Valor International’s Sailor’s Cap left his rivais at sea in the 
Coioniai Turf Cup-G3, winning by a decisive six and three-quarters iengths.

11 and change and now hell 
go off in 13 and change. He's 
gotten to be push-button; that's 
encouraging. He's changed his 
style and shows a different 
dimension. I thought I had a 
horse who was just a miler, 
tops, but now he looks hke he'll 
do anything you want." 

Toner had seen the weather 
forecast. Rain softened the turf 
course for Sailor's Cap's two 
previous races, so when it start¬ 
ed to rain before the Colonial 
Turf Cup, Toner only worried 
that the race might be can¬ 
celled, not how his colt would 
handle the changed conditions. 

‘‘The last time he ran, Edgar 
[Prado] rode him," said Toner. 
“He dropped his head and the 
next thing I knew he had two 
horses beat. Then he makes 


his run and gets beat a neck to 
a horse who comes back and 
wins the [Grade 2] Jefferson 
by five. Same thing happened 
again, torrential downpour 
again, same kind of footing." 
Better result. 

Sailor's Cap just missed to 
Tizdejavu in the Crown Royal 
American Turf Stakes-G3 
at Churchill Downs on May 
2. Freshened and pointed to 
Colonial Downs, Sailor's Cap 
showed he's only getting bet¬ 
ter. For Toner, the win marked 
his first stakes score for Team 
Valor. Sailor's Cap is the first 
horse he's had for Barry Irwin's 
partnership. 

“Barry Eisaman had this 
horse the winter before and 
he recommended me to Barry 
[Irwin]. He called me up and 


asked if I had room for one," 
Toner said. “Then he said, 
‘Two things with this horse. 
One, never run on the dirt. I've 
had the whole family—run him 
on the turf. Two, let me know 
when he's ready to run.' He's 
a great guy to train for; that's 
been it the whole time." 

Sailor's Cap is out of Wave 
On, a daughter of the late 
Maryland stallion and noted 
turf sire Caveat. 

Graham Motion entered 
four horses on the Colonial 
Turf Cup card and was greet¬ 
ed by two others—including 
Adriano, whom he used to train 
for longtime client Courtlandt 
Farm. 

Motion didn't need to feel 
sorry for himself as he picked 
up the $200,000 All Along 
Breeders' Cup Stakes-G3 with 
Lady Digby. Owned and bred 
by Earle Mack, Lady Digby 
secured her second stakes vic¬ 
tory (and first graded win) with 
an easy score over Echsse (Fr) 
^ and odds-on favorite Rutheri- 

o 

I enne. Ridden by Jeremy Rose, 
I Lady Digby stalked in third 
I before taking over to finish 
I the one and an eighth miles in 
8 1:52.19. 

The All Along attracted 
seven runners and helped Lady 
Digby avenge a tough loss in 
the Gallorette Handicap-G3 
at Pimlico on Preakness Day. 
Off the board in just two of 
her dozen career starts, the 
daughter of Grand Slam 
increased her lifetime earnings 
to $304,252. 

“That was a terrific; she ran 
a huge race," Motion said. “It 
might have helped us, getting 
the rain, and hurt some of 
the others. It made up for the 
Gallorette, for sure. That was a 
very tough beat, but it was nice 
to have her run two consecu¬ 
tive good races. I can genuinely 
say I always Hked her; she's a 
very good work horse. 

“We ran her very conserva¬ 
tively last year, which is what 
Earle likes to do, and she had 
some tough beats along the 
way. Getting a graded stakes

T he fourth running of the 
Colonial Turf Cup-G3 
kicked off Colonial 
Downs's $5 milhon Jacobs 
Investments Grand Slam of 
Grass on June 21. The $600,000 
stakes attracted an eclectic 
group, including a couple of 
Triple Crown refugees. Sailor’s 
Cap, an improving son of 
Distant View who has made 
his entire career on the turf, put 
his clamp on the race and the 
division, winning decisively by 
six and three-quarters lengths 
for Team Valor International 
and trainer Jimmy Toner. 

Through a driving rainstorm 
that transformed the turf 
from firm to soft. Sailor's Cap 
showed his burgeoning apti¬ 
tude for relaxing and punch¬ 
ing, cruising from fifth to first 
under Alan Garcia. Sent off as 
the lukewarm favorite in the 
field of 10, Sailor's Cap han¬ 
dled New Jersey-bred Nistle's 
Crunch for his third career vic¬ 
tory. Triple Crown participants 
Court Vision, Adriano and 
Kentucky Bear finished fourth, 
fifth and last, respectively, in 
the one and three-sixteenths 
mile stakes. Sailor's Cap fin¬ 
ished the distance in 2:04.42. 

“He's a really nice horse, 
very handy," said Toner. “Let's 
face it, he's getting better aU the 
time. He used to be green and 
aggressive and always waiting 
to go. We spent a lot of time 
trying to slow him down in his 
breezes and he's taken to it. 
He used to want to go off in 
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Smart and Fancy, a Maryland-bred daughter of Not For Love, notched 
the ninth added-money victory of her career in the Buckland Stakes.

Sea Hero) returned in fine fettle to capture Colonial’s Old Nelson Handicap. 


Owner/breeder Edward 
Evans benefited from his 
Casanova, Va., base when taking 
the state-bred restricted Oakley 
Stakes with Ghost Dancing on 
June 15. The daughter of Silver 
Ghost went off at even money 
and made that look like a bar¬ 
gain, scoring by a length and 
a quarter over recent maiden 
winner Bopolene and four-time 
winner Big Patti. Trained by 
Tony Dutrow, Ghost Dancing 
zipped five and a half furlongs 
in 1:03.76. 

Ghost Dancing picked up 
her first hne of black type to 
complement her five career vic¬ 
tories from nine starts. 

Veteran trainer Jimmy 
Murphy collected another 
stakes win when Braeburn 
Farm’s homebred Frisky 


Thunder scored in the John 
D. Marsh Stakes on June 14. 
Restricted to Virginia-breds, the 
Marsh attracted seven runners, 
with Frisky Thunder gaining 
the most support. The son of 
Thunder Rumble rewarded his 
backers with a facile five and a 
quarter-length score over True 
Blue Fingers. Eric Camacho 
rode the gelding, who went 
the five and a half furlongs in 
1:03.07. It was the stakes debut 
for 4-year-old Frisky Thunder, 
in his 14th career start. 

The Silva family enjoyed 
a big win on June 20 when 
In Classic Fashion thwarted 
favorite Song of War to win 
a maiden claimer going five 
furlongs over the Colonial mrf 
Bred by Karen, owned by Clare 
and trained by Butch Silva, the 


winner upset Song of War and 
Coraj os o while going the dis¬ 
tance in :58.43. A 4-year-old 
son of Sky Classic, In Classic 
Fashion made four starts last 
year without winning but final¬ 
ly got to make his turf debut 
at Colonial Downs. He is now 
1 -for-5 in his career. 

One race later, trainer 
Juke Luhr was able to return 
Waccamaw Drive to where he 
does his best work, venmring 
back to Colonial Downs where 
the son of Wekiva Springs put 
together three decent efforts 
last summer. In his remrn to 
the Richmond oval, Waccamaw 
Drive nailed his second career 
victory while holding off favor¬ 
ite Ovechkin and Dazzling 
Success and going the mile in 
1:40.29. Bred and owned by 
Denise and Tom Walsh, the 
winner broke his maiden at 
Calder in his previous start. 

Fair Hill-based Tim Woolley 
benefitted from Michael Dick¬ 
inson’s recent retirement from 
^ the training ranks, sending out 
I Dickinson’s former pupil 
I VicaFs Tune to a first-level 
I allowance win on June 20. The 
I 5-year-old son of Vicar had 
S been away from the races since 
October 2006, but looked 
primed and ready when win¬ 
ning by a length for owner 
Miguel Piedra and jockey Nick 
Santagata. 

Denise and Dan Lanzi 
enjoyed an impressive first¬ 
time starter victory when 
their Florida-bred homebred 
Mothers Eyes rolled to an 
easy win over $30,000 maiden 
claimers on June 20. The race 
attracted six juvenile runners, all 
first-time starters, with Mothers 
Eyes the fifth-longest price in 
the field at 11-1. Trained by 
Adrienne Provost, the winner 
drew off to score by seven and 
a quarter lengths. 

Another homebred from 
Florida won her debut at 
Colonial on June 17. Elizabeth 
Mateo’s S S Seraphim rallied 
from last to win a $25,000 maid¬ 
en claimer for trainer Kathleen 
O’Connell. A 4-year-old daugh- 


win was very important and

[$500,000 Diana Handicap-Gl 
at Saratoga on July 26]. It’s an 
option because of the Grade 1.” 

Smart and Fancy contin¬ 
ued her prohfic career by add¬ 
ing the 11th running of the 
Buckland Stakes, a five and a 
half-furlong sprint for filhes 
and mares. Racing in the name 
of Richard Frisina (who co¬ 
owns her with Alvin Akman, 
Stuart Grant and trainer Tony 
Dutrow), Smart and Fancy 
rolled to a four-length win over 
Ride Em Cowgirl and Tiger 
Fever. Sent off as the favorite 
in the field of nine. Smart and 
Fancy overcame a bungled start 
and a wide move around the far 
turn to score her ninth stakes 
victory in 19 career starts. 
She finished the distance in 
1:04.26. 

Bred in Maryland by Tom 
and Chris Bowman, Smart and 
Fancy pushed her earnings to 
$603,443. The daughter of Not 
For Love owns wins on the dirt 
and turf, including two victo¬ 
ries on the Maryland Million 
card. She has finished in the 
money in all but two of her 
career outings. 

Winners came in all sorts 
of packages on Colonial Cup 
Turf day, none older and more 
seasoned than Midwatch. 
The 9-year-old gelding upset 
the aptly named Old Nelson 
Handicap by ripping on the 
lead to win by two and a half 
lengths for owner Jim Falk and 
trainer Rodney Jenkins. Javier 
Castellano picked up the ride 
while in town to pilot Sporting 
Art for trainer Christophe 
Clement in the Colonial Turf 
Cup. Midwatch put a check for 
$1,900 in Castellano’s pocket 
while getting the one and a six¬ 
teenth miles in 1:43.96. 

Midwatch, a gelded son of 
Sea Hero bred by the great 
combination of Smiser West 
and Mack Miller, won for the 
ninth time in his 57-race career. 
He’s picked up more than 
$100,000 of his $300,000-plus 
bankroll at Colonial Downs. 
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ter of Slew the Slewor, the win¬ 
ner scored by two lengths. 

Eddie Graham left Colonial 
with a big paycheck on June 
16. The owner/trainer shipped 
Deeliteful Star, a Virginia- 
bred mare he’s owned and 
trained for about four years, 
to Colonial and upset a first- 
level allowance. Horacio 
Karamanos guided the daugh¬ 
ter of Afternoon Deehtes to 
a head victory over 1-2 favor¬ 
ite Holy Grace, an Adena 
Springs homebred trained by 
Graham Motion. Four Karats 
finished third after the mile 
and a sixteenth over firm turf 
in 1:43.82. 

^‘Karamanos won it for me,” 
Graham said. ^‘He remembered 
her, she usually goes a mile and 
sixteenth and never switches 
her leads.

Three Stepper defeated 
an evenly matched allow¬ 
ance field on June 6. After chas¬ 
ing On the Ball to the quarter 
pole. Three Stepper gained a 
shm lead down the backs tretch, 
and maintained that margin 
throughout the remainder of 
the six and a half-furlong event 
to best Paul J. Velky Jr.’s game 
Special Union by a short neck. 

Ridden to victory by jock¬ 
ey Arnaldo Bocachica, Three 
Stepper stopped the timer in 
1:20.37. 


Bruce Kravets trains Three 
Stepper, a 4-year-old West Vir¬ 
ginia-bred son of Lion Hearted. 
Kravets said that the gelding 
has always run well at Charles 
Town. 

“He hasn’t run a lot. Early in 
his career he had some sound¬ 
ness issues and some problems 
with his knees. We took a few 
chips out, and he has really 
come back great.” 

Kravets trained Three 
Stepper’s dam, the hard-hitting 
race mare Pickled Tink (by 
Horatius), for Laikin. “She is 
one of my primary owners. 


and we have had a lot of luck 
together,” he said. 

Kravets, 53, started gallop¬ 
ing Quarter Horses in 1968 at 
Los Alamitos, and switched to 
riding Thoroughbreds at Santa 
Anita the following year. He 
became a jockey in 1972, riding 
his first race at Del Mar. For a 
little more than a year, he com¬ 
peted on the Cahfornia circuit 
during the week and at Cahente 
in Mexico on the weekends. 

Weight problems even¬ 
tually ended Kravets’s riding 
career, and in the mid-1970s 
he obtained his trainer’s 
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license. He trained at Caliente 
until 1978, when he moved 
his business to Penn National 
and became a mainstay at the 
Pennsylvania track. It was at 
Penn National that Kravets 
notched his 3,000th career vic¬ 
tory in December 2005. 

As recently as eight years 
ago, Kravets had 60 horses 
stabled at Penn National and 
another 25 at Charles Town, 
although he has since cut back 
to a more manageable total 
of 30. 

‘We bought a farm near 
Penn National about three 
years ago,” he said. “We have 
a couple of mares, and we 
break some babies, and basi¬ 
cally we do whatever it takes. 
We had our first foal a couple 
of months ago.” 


Kravets said he has “never 
had any real great horses. I have 
always had [cHentis] homebreds 
and claimers, and they have 
always made me a good hving.” 
His partner in the farm, Steve 
Chronister, is also a major ch- 
ent. In addition, Kravets trains 
a number of horses for Betty 
Ann Hallman’s Merrylegs Farm 
in New York. 

When owner/breeder Nancy 
Terhune shipped the 4-year-old 
maiden McKenzie from her 
farm in South Carolina to train¬ 
er Renee Schlesinger at Charles 
Town, she was obviously hop¬ 
ing that he would run cred¬ 
ibly. But the West Virginia-bred 
gelding by Parmer’s Hero may 
have exceeded her expectations 
when he ran away from a field 
of maidens by more than 11 


lengths on June 1, going four 
and one-half furlongs under 
jockey Gustavo Larrosa in a 
quick: 51.96. 

“He is a very nice horse. He 
surprised me. He won so easily. 
I plan to run him at six and a 
half furlongs in his next start,” 
said Schlesinger, who presently 
trains about a dozen horses at 
Charles Town. 

When KIKNS Stable’s 
Flipped Over You won the 
seventh race at Charles Town 
on June 13, it gave trainer 
Charles (Skoobie) Schneider 
his third win on the nine race 
card, and a perfect record of 
3-for-3 for the program. 

Schneider started off his 
evening by sending out Ronald 
G. Baker’s Silver Sheen to win 
the first race, a seven-furlong 


$6,500 claiming event, by a 
half-length over Oswald H. 
Redman’s Wilson HiU. 

In the sixth race, Schneider 
saddled his own classy old 
stakes horse, 9-year-old Adams 
Tribe, to win a six and a half¬ 
furlong |4,000 claiming event 
by a head over The Elks tone 
Group’s Grateful Otter. 

Fhpped Over You won a six 
and a half-furlong maiden spe¬ 
cial weight race by three-quar¬ 
ters of a length, the largest mar¬ 
gin of victory for Schneider’s 
winners on the card. 

Silver Sheen went off as the 
favorite and both Adams Tribe 
and Fhpped Over You posted 
at odds of 4-1.

A S track announcer Larry 
Collmus bellowed dur¬ 
ing the stretch run of the 
Frisk Me Now Stakes: Indy 
Wind is back.

He dominated a contentious 
field and drew off with ease 
by seven and a half lengths, 
reminiscent of his first win, 
which took place three years 
ago almost to the day. 



Owner/trainer Amy Tarrant’s Indy Wind dominated a competitive 
field to win the Frisk Me Now Stakes for the second year in a row. 


This will be Indy Wind’s last 
season of racing. 

“This horse showed his old 
self today,” trainer and owner 
Amy Tarrant said. “He really 
hkes this track.” 

Indy Wind tracked the 
pace on the inside and Stewart 
Elliott asked his horse to kick 
clear at the quarter pole. He did 
so, Hke a rocket, and extended 
his margin with each stride. He 
covered a mile and 70 yards in 


1:39.52, a shade faster than his 
time last year. Buffalo Man fin¬ 
ished second and Judiths Wild 
Rush was third. 

Indy Wind has won five 
stakes, including the Frisk 
Me Now twice in a row, but 
Tarrant is determined to win a 
graded stakes with her prized 
horse. The closest he has come 
was when third in the Philip H.

T he inaugural Charles Town 
Sprint Festival on June 21 
offered $550,000 in stakes 
purses and attracted some of 
the best sprinters from near 
and far. 

The highhght was the 
ninth running of the $200,000 
Charles Town Invitational 
Dash Handicap for 3-year- 
olds and up at four and a half 
furlongs. 

The Sprint Festival’s stakes 
card was broadcast nationally by 
FIRTV, and featured live post¬ 
race interviews by Charles Town 
racing analyst Jeff Gilleas. 

The Dash went to the 
remarkably consistent speed¬ 
ster Joey P., who traveled from 
his home state of New Jersey. 
The 6-year-old gelding, who 
races as a homebred for New 
Jersey horseman John Petrini 
and is trained by Ben Perkins 
Jr., had finished first or second 
in his last six starts, aU stakes. 
And his performance in the Dash 
validated his standing as one of 
the best sprinters in the East. 

Immediately hustled to the 
front by jockey Travis Dunkel- 
berger, Joey P. maintained his 
lead by just over a length going 
into the turn while being 
pressed on the outside by Valid 
Velocity. He held off pressure 
in the early stretch from The 
Elks tone Group’s LaceweU and 
Hartner Family Trust’s Love’s 
Strong Hart before drawing off 
to win by a widening three 
lengths over Lacewell. 

Joey P.’s time of :50.75 
just missed the track record 
(:50.20) set by Robert Cole Jr.’s 
Outcashem in 2006. 

Perkins had not been certain 
that Joey P. could handle the 
tight turns at Charles Town, so 
he recruited some local assis¬ 
tance. 


“He came back good off of 
his last race, and we were think¬ 
ing about this race, so I called 
Jeff [Runco],” Perkins related. 
“I said, ‘Jeff, you know this is 
a big horse and I don’t know 
how he wiU handle the turns.’ 
So I sent him down to Jeff on 
Wednesday, and he jogged on 
Thursday and Friday, and Jeff 
said that he did fine.” 


Perkins said that once Runco 
gave him the thumbs up, they 
were good to go. 

“He’s very fast, and for a big 
horse he does break well, so I 
told Travis to use his judgment 
with him. You know, he’s run 
against the best sprinters in the 
country, and he doesn’t give up 
much to any of them. I knew 
if he could handle the turn 


and the simation here, that he 
would be tough.” 

Petrini added, “Things 
couldn’t have gone any better 
for us. I have about 30 horses, 
but I get nervous as hell every 
time that this guy runs, for 
some reason. He ran a super 
race tonight.” 

The Charles Town Dash 
boosted Joey P.’s career earn¬ 
ings to $871,918. Joey P. is a 
gelded son of New Jersey sire 
Close Up out of Luckey Lipco, 
by Luckey Jin Beau. 

Eagle Valley Farm’s Grand 
Obsession closed with a flour¬ 
ish down the middle of the 
track to get up by a short 
neck in the final strides of the 
$100,000 Lady Charles Town 
Stakes. The four and one half¬ 
furlong challenge for 3-year- 
old filhes brought together 
graded stakes runners from 
both coasts. Five fillies vied 
for the lead at the sixteenth 
pole before Grand Obsession 
got her head in front right at 
the wire. 

Elite Stables LLC’s Hada- 
vision and Charles L. Frock’s 
_ Story of a Lion finished in a 
i dead heat for second, 
j Trainer Eddie KenneaUy 
< said that he entered Grand 
^ Obsession because she had 
run well in her two previous 
allowance starts at Churchill 
Downs, one on the dirt and 
one on the grass. 

“She’s just doing really well, 
so we thought that it was a 
good time to take a stab and 
try to get some black type,” 
Kenneally said. “I always 
thought that she was good 
enough to win a stakes, but 
this was our first try with her 
this year. 

“My only concern was the 
outside [nine] post, but she 
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overcame that just fine. It set 
up quite weU for her. I didn’t 
think that she would have a 
problem with the tight track, 
because she is a pretty agile and 
a very athletic filly,’’ Kenneally 
added. 

Winning jockey Jesus 
Castanon said that at four and a 
half furlongs everyone tries to 
get position out of the gate, so 
he just settled Grand Obsession 
early, and that she ‘Just took 
hold of the bridle and started 
to go” as they came off of the 
mrn at the top of the stretch. 
Grand Obsession completed 
the distance in :52.07. 

John Haran bred Grand 
Obsession on his Eagle Valley 
Farm near Paris, Ky. Kenneally 
said that Haran bought the 
farm about three or four years 
ago, and has put a lot of time, 
effort and money into making 
it a success. 

Grand Obsession’s sire. 
Shore Breeze (by Danzig), 
stands at Eagle VaUey. Grand 
Obsession (out of Princess 
Who, by Zuppardo’s Prince) 
belongs to Shore Breeze’s first 
crop, and she became his first 
stakes winner with the Lady 
Charles Town victory. 

In a dozen career starts she 
has four wins and an additional 
six placings, for earnings of 
1145,086. 

It was aU Devereux in the 
seven-fiirlong $100,000 Red 
Legend Stakes for 3-year- 
olds. A Forestry colt who cam¬ 
paigns as a homebred for Satish 
Sanan’s famed Padua Stables, 
Devereux ran away from the 
field under jockey Larry Sterling 
Jr., to win by a widening seven 
lengths in 1:25.23. 

Scott Lake-trained M J’s 
Enchanteur finished second 
for owners Ben Mondello and 
Adam Russo, and West Virginia- 
bred Ghostly Thunder, whom 
Paul Fowler owns in parmer- 
ship with trainer Gary Capu- 
ano, finished third. 

Sterling said that Devereux 
“hit the first mrn really good.

pricked his ears down the back- 
stretch and kicked on.” 

Devereux is trained by Steve 
Asmussen, who was reached by 
telephone following the race. 

Commented Asmussen: “I 
think that this horse is on the 
cusp of being a top flight horse. 
He’s been very close, from the 
time that he broke his maid¬ 
en at Belmont [in September 
2007]. He’s establishing him¬ 
self, and we are hoping to find 
a graded race for him for his 
next start. 

“Coming into this, I knew 
that this horse likes to be for¬ 
wardly placed. He is always on 
the bridle, and I thought that 
the track really suited him, so I 
wasn’t too concerned about the 
tight mrns.” 

No stranger to Charles 
Town, Asmussen continued: “I 
think that the second stakes 
win of my career was at Charles 
Town in the West Virginia 
Lottery [West Virgnia Breeders 
Classic event for 2-year-olds], 
with a very similar horse [Rock 
House, in 1987]. I just felt very 
good about this spot, and I 
thought that it was the ideal 
race for him.” 

Devereux, out of the Mr. 
Prospector mare Born Perfect, 
won the Inaugural Stakes at 



Evangeline Downs in April and 
in his previous start was runner- 
up in the May 17 Matt Winn 
Stakes at Churchill Downs. The 
Red Legend was his fourth win 
in nine career starts and raised 
his earnings to $184,975. 

The locals had their say as 
owner/trainer John McKee’s 
So So went wire to wire in the 
first running of the $100,000 
West Virginia Sprint Derby 
for 3-year-olds, getting the 
four and one-half furlongs in 
a speedy :51.69 under jockey 
Paul Nicol Jr. 

So So, a Kenmcky-bred colt 
by Yankee Gentleman out of 
So Re So (by Relaunch), was 


making just his fourth hfe- 
time start in the Sprint Derby. 
McKee, a longtime West 
Virginia horseman, explained 
that the colt has had some 
unformnate luck. 

“We laid him off after he 
broke his maiden in October, 
because he had a few prob¬ 
lems,” McKee explained. 
“Then, when I got him sharp 
and ready to run again, he put 
his foot through a screen and 
hurt his hind leg, and we had 
to wait again before we could 
run him.” 

So So returned to win an 
allowance on June 12. “We had 
to run him back in nine days in 
this race, and I don’t like to do 
that. But how many times do 
you get to run for $100,000 at 
four and a half furlongs?,” 
McKee mused. “Our thing was 
to get out in front, because the 
other horses in there had been 
running a tittle bit further, and 
if he got the lead, he could 
take a little breather, and then 
run the last part of it, and that 
is exactly how the race shaped 
up.” 

So So’s record is anything 
but. In four career starts, he 
owns three wins and boasts 
earnings of $96,200. 

Maryland-based stables 
accounted for the next two 
finish places, as Kaleem Shah’s 
Tokin Essence, trained by Dale 
Capuano, finished second, and 
third went to Military Courage, 
owned by Holt and Montuori 
Racing Stable and trained by 
HoUy Robinson. 

In addition to the four Sprint 
Festival open stakes races, 
the $50,000 Coin Collector 
Stakes for West Virginia-bred 
3-year-olds was contested at 
four and one-half furlongs. 

Taylor Mountain Farm’s 
Henry the Lover broke sharply 
and made every pole a win¬ 
ning one to score by almost 
eight lengths over Cross Creek 
Farm’s Cinnamon Stritzel, who 
finished second by a half-length 
over Eddie Householder’s 
Brother Bryant and Patricia M. 
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Sanderson’s Darth Tater, the 
latter two finishing in a dead 
heat for third. 

Travis Dunkelberger rode 
Henry the Lover to victory for 
owner/trainer/breeder James 
W. Casey in a time of :52.42. 

Henry the Lover came into 
the Coin Collector having won 
two of his last four starts in 
allowance company; last year 
he finished fourth to Ghostly 
Thunder in the West Virginia 
Fumrity. 

He is from the first small 
crop of Windsor Casde, a 
multiple graded-winning son 
of Lord Carson who stands at 


Casey’s Taylor Mountain Farm 
in Charles Town. Henry the 
Lover is one of four winners 
from six starters for Windsor 
Casde, and he became his sire’s 
first stakes winner in the Coin 
Collector, a race named for 
the multiple stakes-winning 
West Virginia-bred who was 
owned and co-bred by Casey’s 
son, John A. Casey.

Charles Town stakes coor¬ 
dinator Sunny Mangiafico 
reviewed masses of past perfor¬ 
mances before soliciting nom¬ 
inations to the Sprint Festival. 


‘‘I called a lot of people 
and spoke to them about our 
races. I am really glad that 
most of the horses that we 
wanted came tonight. This 
was my first major event,” she 
said. 

Racing secretary Randy 
Wehrman and racing admin¬ 
istrator Erich Zimny were 
also elated with how well the 
inaugural Sprint Festival took 
shape. Wehrman said that his 
staff ‘‘worked many long days 
and nights to make this event 
a success. I am very pleased 
with how well the evening 
turned out.” 


FINAL NOTE 

Trainer John Sica saddled 
the winners of two consecu¬ 
tive $100,000 stakes on the 
Sprint Festival card: Devereux 
and Grand Obsession. 

He is a traveling trainer 
employed by Asmussen and 
Kenneally (as well as D. Wayne 
Lukas). 

“I make sure that their 
horses travel well, and I saddle 
them for their races. That is 
my unique niche in this indus¬ 
try,” commented Sica, whose 
role is usually a silent one.

In the race preceeding the 
Eatontown, Cool Coal Man 
came off a 15th-place finish in 
the Kentucky Derby to win the 
$70,000 Spend a Buck Stakes. 
But his victory didn’t come 
easily. 

After taking the lead at the 
quarter pole, he was forced 
to hold off Atoned through¬ 
out the length of the stretch. 
He prevailed by a neck, earn¬ 
ing his first victory since the 
Fountain of Youth Stakes-G2 
at Gulfs tream Park on February 
24. 

Cool Coal Man is owned 
by Robert LaPenta and trained 
by Nick Zito, the connections 
of Belmont Stakes winner Da’ 
Tara. Eddie Castro rode the 
winner, who was the 4-5 favor¬ 
ite. A start in the Haskell-Gl 
on August 3 was considered 
possible. 

Indy Joe rehshed a muddy 
track on May 31 in the six-fiir- 
long $70,000 Rumson Stakes, a 
traditional prep for the Jersey 
Shore Breeders’ Cup Stakes-G3. 
He never relinquished the lead 
after taking control on the final 
turn. Mark Shuman trains the 
3-year-old for Circle Z Stable 



and Joseph Masone. Shuman 
also owns part of the horse. 

In the six-furlong Dearly 
Precious Stakes on June 21, J Z 
Warrior, the 13-10 favorite, led 
with every stride to win by a 
convincing four lengths. 
Trained by Bill Mott for Zayat 
Stables, the 3-year-old earned 
her first stakes win. 

Chad Brown recently left 
the comfortable confines of 
Bobby Frankel’s stable to start 
his own, but don’t expect many 
growing pains for the upstart 
trainer. 

Brown, only 29, went out 
on his own in November, and 
opened a stable in New Jersey 
and New York this year. While 
he is unfamiliar to Monmouth 
fans, he is no stranger to the 
track. He spent the last few 
years here overseeing a small 
string for Frankel. 

Brown saddled two win¬ 
ners on June 21, a promising 
allowance fiUy named Splendid 
Solution and maiden special 
winner Star Player. Gary and 
Mary West own both. They 
sent Brown horses when he 
struck out on his own. The 
same goes for owners Ken and 
_ Sarah Ramsey. Brown said he 
y has 30 horses split between 
I Monmouth and Saratoga. 

I Brown grew up in Saratoga 
^ Springs, N.Y, and started work¬ 
ing for Shug McGaughey dur¬ 
ing his summer breaks from 
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The up-and-coming 3-year-old Indy Joe splashed to a frontrunning 
victory in the Rumson Stakes for trainer and co-owner Mark Shuman.

Smashing Stakes earlier in the 
meet, and 6-year-old mare Prop 
Me Up, a multiple stakes win¬ 
ner. D’wild Ride finished third 
in the Dearly Precious Stakes 
on June 21, and Prop Me Up 
finished third in the Monmouth 
Beach Stakes on May 25. 


Last winter Miller sent a few 
horses to Orseno at Gulfstream 
Park, where they won three 
races. Miller maintained an 
active claiming stable in recent 
years, but he has shifted his 
focus somewhat, looking to 
privately purchase young horses 


early in their careers, Orseno 
said. 

Tim HiUs maintains a calm 
demeanor, but the veteran 
trainer, who won Monmouth’s 
training crown in 2002 and 
2004, couldn’t help but express 
disappointment about the 
abrupt end of a brief but 
promising career. 

Bold Child, who finished 
second in Monmouth’s Sorority 
Stakes last year, was injured in a 
freak accident on May 29 in her 
first race of the year. 

“She might have been the 
best horse in the barn,” Hills 
said. “We expected her to win 
that race, and go on from 
there.” 

Bold Child, owned by Zarba 
HiUs Stables, severed tendons 
in her left hind leg in that race. 
It hkely occurred on the back- 
stretch when one of her rivals 
tried to bolt and struck Bold 
Child’s leg as she went by. Bold 
Child was vanned off after 
finishing fifth. She has been 
retired as a broodmare. 

Although many jockeys 
g have tried, few have succeeded 
I in dethroning Joe Bravo dur- 
i ing his run of 13 Monmouth 
I riding titles. Jose Lezcano, 23, 
may turn out to be the one. 
Le 2 cano, a native of Panama, 
led Bravo and fellow country¬ 
man Eddie Castro by a few 
wins in late June. 

Le 2 cano added his name to 
track history on June 22 when 
he won six races on one card, 
a record set by Walter Blum in 
1961 and tied by Chris Antley, 
Juke Krone and Bravo (four 
times). ^ 


Cornell University, where he 
earned a degree in animal sci¬ 
ence. He was employed by 
Frankel a year after gradua¬ 
tion. Brown’s first season with 
Frankel was 2003, when the 
stable won an astonishing 25 
Grade 1 stakes. 

“It was unbelievable,” 
Brown said of the experience. 
“I worked as the foreman under 
Humberto [Ascanio, Frankel’s 
main assistant] at Hollywood. 
We had close to 70 horses then. 
I’d go down the shedrow at feed 
time and there was MedagHa 
d’Oro, Peace Rules, You, Lido 
Palace. Ghost 2 apper [the 2004 
Breeders’ Cup Classic-Gl win¬ 
ner and Horse of the Year] was 
in the annex. He was an after¬ 
thought then.” 

For five years under Frankel, 
Brown traveled throughout the 
country, overseeing strings in 
Kentucky, Florida, California, 
New York, Arkansas and New 
Jersey. 

With several new stakes 
horses, Joe Orseno’s stable 
had pushed its way near the top 
of the earnings hst in late June. 
But Orseno was hoping some 
things would turn around. 

“We’ve had a lot of seconds 
and thirds,” he said, mildly frus¬ 
trated. As of June 24, Orseno 
had 10 second-place finishes 
and nine thirds. His horses had 
won four races as of that date. 

Still, Orseno has benefit- 
ted from several additions from 
owner Brian Mdler, who races 
as Silly Goose Racing Stable. 
Orseno trains eight horses 
for Miller, including D’wild 
Ride, who captured the Just

ast year’s Delaware Handi- 
cap-G2 winner. Unbridled 
— i Belle, made a triumphant 
return on June 14 when she 
capmred the $150,000 Obeah 
Stakes-G3 after a layoff since 
last year’s Breeders’ Cup Dis- 
taff-Gl in October. 

The 5-year-old daughter of 
Broken Vow, owned by Team 
Valor and trained by Todd 
Pletcher, went wire to wire in 
the mile and an eighth prep 


for this year’s $1 million Del 
’Cap, defeating Copper State 
and Lemon Drop Mom by five 
and three-quarters lengths in 
1:49.72. It was her sixth win 
from 15 starts, and she’s earned 
$1,359,340. 

“She came away pretty 
sharp and basically took the 
lead under her own terms,” 
said rider Ramon Domingue 2 . 
“Turning for home, I took a 
quick peek back and she was 


well clear. She just showed she 
was clearly the best.” 

Also on June 14, Chevalier 
Stable’s Weathered upset five 
rivals in the $175,000 Susan’s 
Girl Breeders’ Cup Stakes, 
the traditional tune-up for the 
Grade 2, $500,000 Delaware 
Oaks, posting a frontrunning 
four and a half-length victory 
over favored African Violet 
and Never Retreat in 1:44.60 
for the mile and a sixteenth. 
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A New York-bred daughter 
of Key Contender, Weather¬ 
ed is trained by Karl Grus- 
mark and was ridden by Anna 
Napravnik. 

Said Grusmark: ‘‘I thought 
this race came up tough, but 
I thought we would run good. 
She has only run one bad race 
in her Hfe, and that was when 
she was in heat.” 

Weathered's lifetime record 
is six wins from eight starts, 
and $206,373 in earnings. 

Trainer Larry Jones went 
on a tear through the first 10 
days of June, winning six races 
in five days. 

Notable among his winners 
was Unbridled Belle's 3-year- 
old half-brother Stones River 
(by Monarchos), who scored in 
allowance company on June 8. 

Stones River, a Triple Crown 
nominee, came home nine and 
a quarter lengths in front of his 
nearest rival in the one mile, 
70-yard contest. He is owned 
by Two Bucks Stable and Ash- 
brook Farm Ltd., and was bred 
by Jim Squires, who also bred 
his Kentucky Derby-winning 
sire. Squires races under the 
Two Bucks Stable banner and 
owns Two Bucks Farm in 
Versailles, Ky, where he hves 
with his wife, Mary Anne. 

Squires is a journahst and 
former editor of several news¬ 
papers, including the Chicago 
Tribune. He currently writes a 
horse racing blog on the New 
York Times Web site. Squires 
left the Tribune NCri a $1 million 
severance package that enabled 
him to purchase the Kentucky 
farm. Mary Anne Squires owns 
and operates Kentucky Horse 
Tours, and sits on the board 
of the Kentucky State Park 
Foundation. 

Squires purchased Stones 
River's s take s -winning dam, 
Little Bold Belle (Silver Buck— 
Bold Juana, by John Alden), for 
$5,000 at the 2003 Keeneland 
November sale. 

In an unfortunate twist. 
Stones River tested positive for 
clenbuterol after the June 8 
win. It was the first drug vio¬

lation for Jones in a training 
career spanning 25 years. 

Through June 22, Jones had 
a 29 to 20 lead over Randy 
Nunley in the Delaware train¬ 
ers' standings. 

Fabulous Strike had a fabu¬ 
lous return to the races on June 
21, romping in the Vincent A. 
Moscarelh Memorial Stakes. 
A Pennsylvania-bred son of 
Smart Strike, owned and bred 
by Walter Downey's Tea Party 
Stable Inc., Fabulous Strike 
took the lead right out of the 
gate in the six-furlong test and 
was never seriously challenged, 
carving out fractions of :45.68 
and :57.12 and cruising under 
the wire three and a quarter 
lengths in front of Joey Carson 
in 1:09.56. The race originally 
attracted a field of six, but 
three defections reduced it to 
three starters. 


When last seen. Fabulous 
Strike was winning the Grade 1 
Vosburgh Stakes at Belmont 
Park on September 30, 2007. 
He was the early favorite for 
the Breeders' Cup Sprint-Gl at 
Monmouth Park on October 
28, but a lung abscess detected 
shortiy after the Vosburgh 
ended his season. Fabulous 
Strike spent many months recu¬ 
perating at trainer Todd Beattie's 
private barn on the Penn 
National backstretch. His recu¬ 
peration also entailed several 
trips to the University of Penn¬ 
sylvania's New Bolton Center 
for ultrasound treatments. 
Gradually, the 5-year-old geld¬ 
ing improved and resumed 
training in April. 

Under confident handling 
by Domingue 2 , Fabulous Strike 
showed no signs of rustiness in 
the MoscareUi, streaking down 


the stretch with his head held 
high and an ever-increasing 
distance between himself and 
Joey Carson. 

Fabulous Strike, one of only 
two foals from the deceased 
Lost Code mare Fabulous Find 
(the other is 4-year-old Now 
I'm Found, a colt by Eastern 
Echo), has an impressive 
resume of 15 starts, 10 wins, 
and a second, with earnings of 
$677,832. 

John W. Rooney-known as 
Mr. Delaware Park—was a track 
executive who served in various 
posts over 44 years, including 
treasurer, vice-president of rac¬ 
ing and steward. Rooney, who 
died in 2004, is honored with 
a stakes race in his name. But 
the John W Rooney Memorial 
Stakes, run this year on June 
7, is also becoming a show¬ 
case for The Lavington Smd's 
Rosinka (Ire), who won it for 
the second straight year. 

A 5-year-old daughter of 
Soviet Star, Rosinka was placed 
_ on the lead of the mile and 
i an eighth turf test for fillies 
I and mares by jockey Kendrick 
I Carmouche, and was able 
8 to last by three-quarters of 
a length over Royalties, with 
Shytoe Lafeet a length behind 
in third. Rosinka, trained by 
Graham Motion, was timed in 
1:52.29 over firm turf. 

‘‘She went along pretty good 
on the lead,” said Carmouche. 
“When 1 got to the three- 
eighths pole, 1 knew 1 had a 
lot of horse and 1 just let her 
gather herself back together 
when she switched her leads. 
When 1 asked her, she took off 
pretty good.” 

Rosinka, out of the Last 
Tycoon (Ire) mare Last Drama, 
is a half-sister to millionaire 
and Grade 1 winner King's 
Drama (Jre), as well as to Grade 
1-placed Self Feeder (Ire). 
The Rooney Memorial was 
Rosinka's fourth stakes win; 
she has won seven times from 
13 starts, and earned $534,226 
in her career. 

An impressive 2-year-old 
debut winner on June 3 was 
Girlfrienontheside, a daugh- 
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ter of Indian CharHe trained by 
Tony Dutrow. 

The gray seized the lead 
right out of the gate in a maid¬ 
en special weight, dueled with 
Arthurs Appeal through the 
first quarter mile, but then put 
that rival away and drew off 
to a four and a half-length vic¬ 
tory under Jeremy Rose, She 
was clocked in :53,26, about 
one and a half seconds off 
the track record, and earned 
$24,000, 

Purchased by owners 
Michael Dubb and Park Avenue 
Racing Stable for $50,000 at the 
Keeneland September Yearling 
sale, Girlfrienontheside was 
bred in Kenmcky by Dr, Robert 
Fishman, a resident of Haver- 
ford Township, Pa, 

Her dam. Refrain (by 
Unbridled’s Song), was also 
bred by Fishman and showed 
strong promise on the race 
track, breaking her maiden as 
a 3-year-old at Laurel Park in 
December 2002 in her third 
start (also under Rose), Fishman 
shipped her to the Middleburg 
Training Center in Virginia for 
the winter. Two weeks later, 
he received word that she had 
fractured a pedal bone, ending 
her racing career, 

‘‘She spent eight months 
stall-bound healing the frac¬ 
ture,” said Fishman, “Later, 
she was sent to Spring Ridge 
Farm in Versailles, Ky, owned 
by Bayne Welker Jr, and his 
wife Chris, I initially bred her 
to Horse Chestnut [SAf], and 
she produced a colt, and her 
second breeding was to Indian 
Charlie, a particular favorite

On June 7, O’Neill saddled 
J, Paul Reddam and Mark 
Schlesinger’s Modification 
to victory in a maiden special 
weight, 

A 3-year-old daughter of 
Vindication, Modification was 
purchased as a 2-year-old in 
training at last year’s Barretts 
March sale for $360,000, She 
made her first three starts this

Out of the Williams town 
mare Darnestown, Peace Town 
was bred by Tom Bowman and

Alphabet Soup Handicap. 
A mile and a sixteenth turf 
event for Pennsylvania-breds, 
3 and up, the Alphabet Soup 
attracted a field of eight, but 
Auction Watch, under Kendrick 
Carmouche, had no trouble 
winning by two lengths over 
Capitano and Avanti Avanti in 
1:42.23 over a firm course. 

Trained by Sanna Hendriks, 
Auction Watch, a 5-year-old 
son of Belong to Me, descends 
from a strong female family 
developed by Strawbridge. His 
dam, Tatika (by Co 22 ene), is a 
full sister to Grade 1-winning 
mdhonaire Tikkanen (whose 
victories included the 1994 
Breeders’ Cup Turf-Gl), and 
a half-sister to Irish champion 
Turgeon. 

The Alphabet Soup was 
Auction Watch’s first added- 
money triumph, and he has 
earned $145,430. 

The ama 2 ing Henry Street 
extended his winning streak 
to seven races as he captured 
a $34,000 starter allowance 
at five furlongs on turf on 
June 22 under jockey Roberto 
Alvarado Jr. Sent off as the 
favorite in the field of seven, 
he shot to the lead, set si 22 ling 
fractions of :21.81 and :44.17, 
then extended his lead through 
the stretch and flashed across 
the finish five lengths in front 
of Lycurgus in :55.76, just off 
the course mark of :55.53 set 
by the multiple graded stakes 
winner Smart Enough in 2007. 

A 5-year-old Maryland-bred 
son of Old Trieste trained by 
Bob Seeger, Henry Street has a 



record of eight starts and seven 
wins this year. His seven wins 
have occurred at five different 
race tracks in the Mid-Atlantic 
region, on dirt and turf and in 
the slop. 

Nationally, Henry Street was 
tied with Chickster, who also 
has seven victories, as the win- 
ningest horse of the season as 
of June 22. 

Last year’s champion 
Pennsylvania-bred 2-year-old 
filly. Extra Sexy Psychic, 
rebounded from a second-place 
finish in the $75,000 Wonders 
Dehght Stakes at Penn National 
on May 8 with a romp in an 
allowance at Philadelphia on 
June 2. Under jockey Kendrick 


Carmouche, the filly won the 
six and a half-furlong race as 
the heavy favorite in 1:16.55, 
and earned $38,640. She’s 
trained by Michael Trombetta. 

By Freud—She’s Pretty 
Too, by Housebuster, Extra 
Sexy Psychic was bred by Toni 
Kirwan and Edward Hipps, and 
is jointly owned by the Kirwan 
Equine Group and Hipps. 

Kirwan, a resident of 
Yardley, Pa., and her husband, 
Michael, a financial advisor, 
have horses in training with 
Trombetta, Scott Lake and 
Tony Du trow. From a small 
broodmare band, they have 
had remarkable success this 
year, represented by allowance 


winners Blit 2 ensfoxyvixin and 
Bht 2 enskissinqpid from the 
mare Bht 2 en’s Echo, whom 
they also raced and bred. 

Toni Kirwan said she chose 
Kirwan Equine Group as a sta¬ 
ble name because her husband 
Hkes to drink beer. “And if 
you take the first three letters 
from Kirwan Equine Group, 
it spells keg,” she noted. “It fit 
perfectly.” 

The couple met while under¬ 
graduates at Drexel University 
in Philadelphia. 

Hipps, who co-owns and 
co-breeds horses with the 
Kirwans, is a longtime friend. 
Toni Kirwan said that Hipps’s 
father owned a coin and stamp 
shop, and Michael Kirwan, who 
collected stamps, was a frequent 
customer. Hipps still maintains 
the store in Langhorne, Pa., but 
now only sells rare coins. 

In a performance that would 
have made her famous name¬ 
sake proud, Danica Irl mrned 
on the afterburners on June 1 
and won the first start of her 
career, motoring home nine 
and a half lengths in front of 
her nearest pursuers in an off- 
the-turf, five-furlong maiden 
special weight for Pennsylvania- 
bred 3-year-old fillies. 

The fiUy named for Indy

timed in :57.92 under jockey 
Jose Flores. Bred by her owner, 
Edward Rudley, and trained by 
Edward Lehman, the daughter 
of Pioneering remrned $3.20 
as the heavy favorite. 

Apprentice jockey Anthony 
Salgado had the best after¬ 
noon of his young career when 
he booted home four winners 
on the card of June 7, three of 
them in a row. 

Salgado rode the winners of 
the fourth, fifth and sixth races 
(returning a $1,160.80 payoff to 
pick three players) and finished 
with a win in the 11th race. The 
seven-pound apprentice’s book 
is handled by former trainer 
Jim Boulmetis. 

Thanks to slots revenues, 
purses have skyrocketed at 
Philadelphia Park, pushing 
toward a daily average of 
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$240,000 in mid-June. Jockeys 
at the Bensalem oval received 
an additional boost in June, 
when the Pennsylvania Thor¬ 
oughbred Horsemen’s Associ¬ 
ation approved a $100 losing 


mount fee for jockeys whose 
horses do not finish in the top 
three. The fee is an increase of 
$20 to $50 over the previous 
rate, depending on the purse of 
the race. 


‘‘WeVe negotiated this 
agreement for some time now,” 
said jockey Tony Black, head of 
the Philadelphia Park jockeys’ 
group. ‘‘We think it’s a very fair 
deal. These guys work hard to 


secure their mounts each day 
and now they’ll have the oppor¬ 
tunity to be better rewarded for

PENN NATIONAL 
REACHES NEW 
HEIGHTS WITH 
CARD FOR 
PA-BRED/SIRED 
RUNNERS

F our $75,000 stakes for 
horses bred and sired 
in Pennsylvania, plus a 
$55,000 open overnight stakes, 
highlighted the card of May 30, 
making it the richest program 
ever offered at Penn National. 

The evening also fea¬ 
tured the Pennsylvania Horse 
Breeders Association’s annual 
awards dinner, held in the ban¬ 
quet facility on the top floor of 
the new Hollywood Casino. 

The Changing Times, the 
overnight stakes at six fur¬ 
longs, started the stakes parade, 
and the winner was also a 
Pennsylvania-bred. Home 
Team Stables’s Sonvida Red, 
a 6-year-old son of the late 
Maryland sire Carnivalay, col¬ 
lected his second win of the 
year, this one while ridden by 
Jennifer Stisted, the wife of 
trainer Scott Lake. 

The gelding covered six fur¬ 
longs in 1:08.91, nearly breaking 
the track record of 1:08.77 set 
in 2006 by Who’s Bluffing. He 
won by a neck over Southern 
Missile, with Spirit of Gulch 
another neck back in third. 

It was the first stakes vic¬ 
tory of Sonvida Red’s long 
career that began in Puerto 
Rico, though he had placed 


in five earher added-money 
races in 43 lifetime starts. The 
$35,280 winner’s share boosted 
his bankroll to $242,223. 

In the Nepal Stakes for 
3-year-olds and up at a mile 
and a sixteenth, 839 Stable’s 
Bombed Again also recorded 
his first stakes victory, scoring 
by three-quarters of a length 
over 2005 Penn National 
Horse of the Year R. Earl and 
Philadelphia Park-based Basil 
St John. 


A 4-year-old gelded son 
of Bombardier, Bombed 
Again was trained by Anthony 
Correnti and ridden by Jose 
Flores. Before the Nepal, 
Bombed Again had been com¬ 
peting in never-won-two claim¬ 
ing contests at Philadelphia 
Park. The Nepal’s first-place 
pri 2 e pushed his earnings to 
$110,072. 

The Roanoke Stakes, for 
3-year-olds at six furlongs, saw 
Correnti’s son Arm and land in 


the winner’s circle with Barbara 
Geraghty’s homebred Power 
by Leigh. 

A 5-year-old son of Power 
by Far, who stands at Castle 
Rock Farm in Unionville, 
Pa. (the estabhshment that 
Geraghty co-owns with her 
brother, PHBA president Peter 
Giangiuho), Power by Leigh 
was making his second start 
of the year after having com¬ 
pleted a remarkably consistent 
2007 campaign that saw him 
win or place in eight of nine 
starts, including a victory in the 
Lyman Sprint Handicap. 

Power by Leigh made his 
first start of this season in the 
Le Grande Pos Handicap on 
January 26 at Philadelphia, fin¬ 
ishing second to Banjo Picker. 
Shelved until the Roanoke, 
he came back from the four- 
month layoff with his running 
shoes on and defeated multiple 
stakes winners Whistle Pig and 
SecretintelHgence by a length 
g and a half in a quick 1:09.86 
I under jockey Roberto Alvarado 

I Jr. 

£ His career record stands at 
S seven wins from 24 starts, and 
$280,398 in earnings. 

The Power by Far Stakes, 
for fillies and mares, featured 
Power by Leigh’s full sis¬ 
ter Leigh’s Last Power (who 
finished unplaced) as well as 
last year’s Pennsylvania Thor¬ 
oughbred Horsemen’s Associ¬ 
ation’s Horse of the Year, 
Speechifying, who was mak¬ 
ing her first start of the year. 
Speechifying had been sold 
after her last 2007 start in late 
September to present own¬ 
ers Pugksi Racing LLC, Steve 
Klesaris and Ruby Stables, 
and was now trained by Steve 
Klesaris. 
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But at the end of the six- 
furlong contest, it was Joseph 
T. Judge’s Miss Blue Tye 
Dye, a 4 -year-old daughter 
of Tekken (Ire), who crossed 
the finish line first, defeating 
Speechifying and stakes winner 
She’s Fancy Free by nearly two 
lengths in 1:10.45 under jockey 
Frankie Pennington. 

Trained by Robert Reid, 
Miss Blue Tye Dye had shown 
versatility in her 19 previous 
starts, winning on both dirt 
and turf, in open as well as 
restricted company. The Power 
by Far was her first stakes win, 
and it increased her earnings 
to $225,693. She is also the 
first stakes winner for her sire, 
who stands at Lojeski Farms in 
Emmaus. 

The final stakes race of the 
night, the RobeUino Stakes for 
fillies and mares at a mile and a 
sixteenth, had the only favorite 
of the night make it to the win¬ 
ner’s circle. Plumstead Stables 
and Paladin Inc.’s Gold Stones 
became the second stakes win¬ 
ner for her sire. Quarry, when 
she triumphed by a half length 
over J. D. Safari and Who’s 
Happy in 1:46.33. 

Gold Stones was trained by 
Robert Seeger and ridden by 
Maria Charles. The RobeUino 
was the 5-year-old mare’s first 
stakes win, and her earnings 
now stand at $251,210. 

Quarry, a son of Forty 
Niner, stands atXanthus Farms 
in Gettysburg. 

Trainer Bernie Houghton 
is enjoying a solid 2008 sea¬ 
son shipping to Penn National, 
sporting a winning rate of 27 
percent through racing of June 
23. 

Houghton, who trains more 
than 30 horses divided between 
his parents’ Syknar Farm in 
Christiana, Pa., and Delaware 
Park, sent Tom Coulter’s 
Forlorn Hope to GrantvUle 
the night of June 12 and came 
away with a victory in a $22,000 
aUowance test for Pennsylvania- 
bred fillies and mares at six 
furlongs. 


A 3-year-old daughter of 
Slew City Slew—Prospect 
Silence, by Allen’s Prospect, 
Forlorn Hope was bred by 
Coulter under his Arrowwood 
Farm Inc. banner. She has eight 
starts, two wins, two seconds 
and three thirds, for earnings 
of $56,336. 

“She was a professional race 
horse from the minute I put her 
into training,” said Houghton, 
who was the nation’s champion 
steeplechase jockey in 1985, 
and previously worked as an 
assistant to trainer Barclay Tagg 
in Maryland. 

“She’s lean and narrow, kind 
of skinny, but she just wants 
to run. In her first start, she 
popped right out of the gate 
and won hke a good horse. I 


may eventually try her on turf,” 
Houghton added. 

Trainers Murray Rojas and 
Norman Pointer dominated 
the card of June 10, each win¬ 
ning three races on the nine- 
race program. 

Pointer, who was previ¬ 
ously stabled at Delaware Park 
(where he trained for the late 
track owner William Rickman 
Sr.) and Monmouth Park, start¬ 
ed the victory parade when he 
saddled Alma and Roy Lomas’s 
Cheeky Jones to win the third 
race, a $22,048 aUowance at 
one mile, 70 yards. He then 
won the fourth with Donald C. 
Cappetta’s Raphael. 

Rojas countered in the 
fifth, winning with Lainey Bug 
Stable’s Scarbum, and the sixth. 


with husband Eddie Rojas’s 
Denmar. 

Pointer next won the sev¬ 
enth, with Alma and Roy 
Lomas’s I Want to Tango, whUe 
Rojas capped off the evening in 
the eighth with Serpico Stable 
Inc.’s StabiUty. 

Rojas, the leading trainer at 
Penn National last year, was 
atop the trainers’ standings 
again through racing of June 
22. Rojas led fellow female 
trainer Stephanie Beattie, 48 to 
45 wins, whUe David Geist was 
third with 32. 

Frolic in Da Sun seemingly 
defied Father Time on June 21 
as the 9-year-old gelding scored 
a gutty victory in an $18,408 
five-furlong starter allowance 
turf dash, grinding out a nose 
decision over another 9-year- 
old, Golden Oak, in near 
course-record time of :56.93. 
The course record of :56.28 
was set in 2005 by 5-year-old 
Threewitt. 

A fuU brother to multiple 
stakes winner Shades of Sunny 
bred by Kenyon Furlong in 
Pennsylvania, FroUc in Da Sun 
(Not For Love—Walking in Da 
Sun, by Sunny CUme) has been 
a hardy competitor on both 
dirt and turf at tracks across 
the Mid-Atlantic region. The 
win, for trainer Murray Rojas 
and under jockey Jose Flores, 
was his 12th from 66 hfetime 
starts, and he has earnings of 
$189,472. 

Thanks to a $10 mil¬ 
lion pledge by Penn National 
Gaming Inc., the first of many 
backstretch improvements 
were completed in early June. 
Trainer FUnt Stites moved his 
large string of horses into a new 
barn, the first buUt on the Penn 
National backstretch since the 
track opened more than three 
decades ago. Featuring 46 staUs, 
plus three wash stalls and two 
attached outdoor storage sheds, 
the building was designed and 
built by Kohler & Kohler of 
Wrightsville, Pa. 

Work on the second new 
barn began the second week 
of June, according to director 
of racing Rob Marella, who 
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estimated it would take two 
months for completion. 

Penn National has also 
acquired a new, custom-built 
equine ambulance, which is

V eteran trainer Merrill 
Scherer has phed his trade 
throughout the Midwest, 
from Chicago to Louisiana, 
runs a string at Mountaineer, 
and shifted his base to Tampa 
Bay for a time after Hurricane 
Katrina devastated Fair 
Grounds and forced its closure 
for its 2005 meet. 

Last fall, Scherer chose to 
send a string of hard-knocking 
claimers and allowance runners 
to Presque Isle Downs, and 
a successful meet lured him 
back once more. The move 
has proved a shrewd one, as 
Scherer sat atop the trainers’ 
standings for five of the first 
six weeks of the meet. 

“I had never run a horse on 
Tapeta,” said Scherer about last 
year’s venture to the Erie track. 
“But I had a Pennsylvania-bred 
in the barn, the purses were 
good, and I did really well. I 
hked it, so I went back.” 

Scherer has 16 runners 
stabled at Presque Isle with 
assistant Roger Edwards, and 
24 horses at his main base at 
Churchill Downs. 

It has been a battle for lead¬ 
ing trainer, primarily between 
Scherer and Glenn Wismer, 
and by June 22, Scherer had 
a two-win lead over Wismer, 
Steve Asmussen and Gerald 
Bennett, who were tied for 
second (13 wins to 11). The

top four belonged to Wismer, 
who was over 40 percent from 
27 starts. 

Scherer recorded his biggest 
day on May 25, when scoring a 
three-bagger. He was respon¬ 
sible for the early daily double 
(worth $11.60), sending out 
3-year-old fiUy Chief Mena to 
win a one-mile maiden special 
weight in the first and $5,000 
claimer Forgotten Prince in 


the second. The seventh race 
went to the 8-year-old claimer 
Gold by Design. The three 
runners race for three differ¬ 
ent chents—Daniel Lynch, 
Tom Dipia 22 a and Jodi Poole, 
although the first two are co¬ 
owned by Scherer. 

Tom Amoss, the inaugural 
meet’s leading trainer last fall, 
wasted no time in getting out 
of the blocks for 2008. The 
Kentucky-based conditioner 


won with both of his starters 
in the first three days of the 
meet, the highlight coming in 
the opening day feamre on May 
9, the second running of the 
$100,000 Inaugural Stakes for 
3-year-old fillies. 

A field of eight entered the 
gate for the six-furlong con¬ 
test, and even-money favorite 
American County, from the 
barn of Dale Romans, shot to 
the lead at the break. Through 
fractions of :21.95 and :45.28, 
the winner of the Sunshine 
Million Oaks held a clear 
advantage over the field, and 
maintained her lead rounding 
into the stretch. 

But the Am OSS -trained 
Ride Em Cowgirl, ridden by 
veteran Willie Martine 2 , was 
primed for her second start 
of the year. Stalking the early 
pace, the Ma 2 el Trick filly 
angled out when set down 
for her stretch drive, collared 
American County, and held 
runner-up Mrs Petoski safe to 
win by a length and a half in 
1:10.08 over the synthetic sur¬ 
face. American County was a 
s length and three-quarters back 
I in third. 

I Ride Em Cowgirl, owned by 
^ C. Edward Glasscock and 01 
I Memorial Stable, got her sec¬ 
ond win of the year, the other 
coming in an allowance over 
Keeneland’s synthetic surface. 
In recording her first stakes 
win in her 11th career start, she 
boosted her earnings total to 
$170,874. 

Five $75,000 stakes were 
offered for registered Penn- 
sylvania-breds over three days, 
starting mid-week on June 18, 
and track records fell in two 
of them. 

Whistle Pig was the first 
to add his name to the record 
book, when his devastating 
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charge got him to the line a head 
in front of co-favorite Night 
Stand in the Presidentialaffair 
Handicap on June 19. His final 
time of 1:15.04 for six and 
a half furlongs shattered the 
previous record by four-fifths 
of a second. 

The final time was a reflec¬ 
tion of the opening fractions, 
when stakes winner Secretintel- 
hgence went the first quarter in 
:21.73. Night Stand posted a 
half in :44.37, and opened up a 
dayhght lead. But after six fur¬ 
longs in 1:08.70, Night Stand 
was unable to hold off the late 
kick of Whistle Pig. 

It was the second stakes win 
at the Erie track for Whistle 
Pig, who took the Lil E. Tee 
Handicap here last September. 
A son of Pennsylvania sire 
Patton, 4-year-old Whisde 
Pig campaigns for HACK 
Stable and trainer Andrew 
Carter. Making the rounds at 
Pennsylvania's tracks. Whistle 
Pig was making his third con¬ 
secutive stakes start, follow¬ 
ing a victory in Philadelphia 
Park’s Lyman Sprint Handicap 
and runner-up performance 
in Penn National’s Roanoke 
Stakes in May. He increased his 
earnings to $284,914. 

Delaware River sheared 
more than a second off the 
track record at the seldom 
run distance of a mile and an 
eighth in taking the Willy Wank 
Handicap on June 20, stop¬ 
ping the clock in 1:51.95. The 
previous mark of 1:53.18 was 
set on the track’s opening day, 
September 1, 2007, by One 
Eyed Joker. 

It has been just over three 
years since Donald Campbell 
claimed Delaware River for 
$15,000 at Laurel Park. In the 
hands of Donald’s son. Bill 
Campbell, Delaware River has 
earned more than $350,000 
since the claim. He became a 
stakes winner last year at age 
6 when, kicking off a four- 
race win streak, he captured 
the Watchman’s Warning 
Stakes at Penn National. He 
came back in his next start to

annex the inaugural running 
of the Smarty Jones Classic, 
the $125,000 feamre on the 
Pennsylvania’s Day at the Races 
card at Philadelphia Park on 
July 28. 

Sent off as the 2-1 second 
choice in the field of six for the 
Willy Wank, Delaware River 
broke alertly and was throttled 
back by Ryan Fogelsonger. 
Setting leisurely fractions, he 
went the first quarter in :25.72. 

Three-quarters in 1:14.84 
allowed plenty in reserve for 
the stretch run, and Delaware 
River kept to the task, winning 
by a length over Captain Ernie, 
who raUied to finish second, 
two and a quarter lengths over 
favorite Tejanos Eliminator in 
third. 

With the victory, Delaware 
River’s sixth in his last eight 
starts, the son of Quiet 
American upped his career total 
to $432,382 from 51 starts. 

Mac N Mayo has an affin¬ 
ity for Presque Isle Downs. 
With her victory in the Malvern 
Rose Stakes on June 19, she 
remained undefeated in four 
starts over the Tapeta surface 
(she is 0 for 9 elsewhere). And 
she had to master tough com¬ 
pany to keep her record intact. 

Facing favorite Speechifying 
and two-time 2008 stakes 
winner Jet Away Jane in her 
stakes debut, Mac N Mayo col¬ 
lared her more accomphshed 
rivals to get the win by a half 
length. Jet Away Jane outdueled 
Speechifying, the early paceset¬ 
ter, to get the place. 

A homebred for The Elk- 
stone Group, Mac N Mayo is 
trained by Mike Rogers, who 
sent out the 4-year-old Meadow 
Monster filly to take an allow¬ 
ance on June 6 at Presque Isle 
in her only other start of the 
year. That race, which she won 
by four and three-quarters 
I lengths as the longest shot on 
& the board at 14-1, was the first 
fe time the filly was teamed up 
I with jockey Scott Spieth. Spieth 
S remained on her for the stakes 
win, which pushed the filly’s 
career earnings to $136,200. 
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The other two state-bred 
stakes were sprints for 3-year- 
olds—the Co 2 y Lace for fillies, 
and Lil E. Tee Handicap for 
colts, both on the Wednesday 
card. 

Extra Sexy Psychic, last 
year's Pennsylvania-bred cham¬ 
pion 2-year-old filly, got her first 
stakes win in the Cozy Lace. In 
a field scratched down to four 
runners (from six entered). 
Extra Sexy Psychic was never 
threatened in the six and a half- 
furlong stakes while setting aU 
the fractions under Kendrick 
Carmouche. She drew off to 
win by six and a half lengths 
over Glitzen Glory in her first 
start over a surface other than 
dirt. 

Finishing eight lengths 
behind the winner in third 
was odds-on choice Reata's 
Quik Punch, who had soundly 
defeated Extra Sexy Psychic 
in the Wonders Delight Stakes 
in May at Penn National. But 
that race was the 2-year-old 
champion's first start of the 
season after an eight-month 
layoff Extra Sexy Psychic won 
an allowance at Philadelphia 
Park, at the Cozy Lace distance, 
by more than six lengths on 
June 2. 

Never off the board in 
seven lifetime starts, with two 
stakes placings to her credit. 
Extra Sexy Psychic (by Freud 
out of the Housebuster mare 
She's Pretty Too) has earned 
$168,130 for her breeders, Toni 
Kirwan of the Kirwan Equine 
Group and Ed Hipps, and 
trainer Mike Trombetta. 

The consistent yet some¬ 
what frustrating Double 
Down Vinman finally broke 
through with his first stakes 
win in the Lil E. Tee. 

A son of Out of Place 
owned by Michael Dubb and 
Labet Inc., Double Down 
Vinman had been favored in 
five of his previous six starts, 
two of them stakes. While he 
never failed to hit the board, 
he just couldn't get to the win¬ 
ner's circle. After starting the 
colt at Aqueduct, Philadelphia 
Park and Penn National in

2008, trainer Tony Dutrow 
shipped him in for the Lil E. 
Tee. Double Down Vinman 
survived a grueling battle to 
finally get his picmre taken. 

Sent immediately to the 
front by Kendrick Carmouche, 
Double Down Vinman-once 
again the favorite-first dueled 
with Bahan, then faced new 
challenger Terriffico as he 
drove to the wire. The margin 
of victory was a head, with 
Terriffico a neck in front of 
Pensylvaniaexpress. About two 
lengths covered the field of six 
at the finish. 

The victory was the third, 
to go along with three seconds 
and three thirds, in nine starts 
for Double Down Vinman, 
who increased his earnings to 
$166,958. 

Ravalo loves to travel. 
Making his fifth start of the 
year at a fourth different track, 
the 4-year-old Laurel Park- 
based son of Mutakddim 
owned by Lindy Redding 
and trained by Donald Barr 
shipped in for the Karl Boyes 
Memorial Northwestern Pa. 
Stakes on June 1, and walked 
away with his ninth win in 17 
career starts. 

Last September, Ravalo 
made two starts at Presque Isle, 
and won both, by a combined 
margin of nine and a half 
lengths. In his last 10 outings, 
the bay gelding's record has 
been sensational, as he has won 
eight times, six in stakes. He 
came into his most recent start 
off victories in Monmouth's 
Decathlon Stakes and Pimhco's 
Allen's Prospect Stakes. He 
was third once this year (to go 
with four wins in five starts), in 
Aqueduct's Grade 3 Toboggan 
Handicap. 

Ravalo was the even-mon¬ 
ey favorite in the Karl Boyes 
Memorial, and once he shook 
off Pete's Wonder after a 
quarter mile in :21.32 and a 
half in :43.87, he opened up 
through the stretch to win by 
two lengths. His final time of 
1:02.49 was a new track record 
for the five and a half fur¬ 
longs. 
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A $30,000 Fasig-Tipton 
Midlantic Eastern Fall Yearling 
sales graduate, Ravalo now has 
earnings of $394,907, 

The winner of the feature 
on opening Saturday, May 10, 
came as no surprise, as even- 
money favorite Repenting 
extended his win streak to 
four in the $100,000 Tall Ships 
Stakes for 3-year-olds at six 
furlongs. 

Five tested Repenting, who 
got the services of the meeds 
current leading rider, Ronald 
Dale AUen Jr., in his first start 
outside of Tampa Bay Downs. 
But the new surface and a drop 
back in distance provided little 
challenge, as Repenting pulled 
away late to win by two and a 
half lengths over Celtic Meal. 
During his streak. Repenting 
has won by an average of six 
and a half lengths. 

Repenting is owned by 
Balkrisna Sukharan, who 


claimed him for $25,000 from 
breeder Tommy Ligon out of 
his third start, a maiden-break¬ 
ing win that launched the streak 
in February. Trained by Jamie 
Ness, the Florida-bred son of 
Repent increased his earnings 
to $130,100. 

Four of the six fillies and 
mares to line up for the Satin 
and Lace Stakes on May 31 
were coming in off a win. Only 
one of the quartet hadn't won 
a stakes in that last effort, but 
Bucky’s Prayer rectified that 
omission. 

The second-longest price 
on the board at 11-1, Bucky's 
Prayer was outrun in the early 
part of the five and a half¬ 
furlong $100,000 stakes, but 
Luis Gon 2 ale 2 sent the 6-year- 
old mare between rivals in 
upper stretch, then urged her 
to catch Dhanyata (Ire) in the 
final strides to win by a neck. 
Recent stakes winners Just for 
Keeps (the 3-2 favorite). All 



Giving and Classify followed in 
that order. 

A stakes winner at 4 and 
5, the Michigan-bred Bucky's 
Prayer campaigns for Winning 
Stables Inc. The hghtly raced 
mare-unraced at 2, she has 
20 starts over four seasons-is 
trained by Gerald Bennett, 
who co-bred her with his wife, 
Mary Bennett. The daughter 
of Meadow Prayer has earned 
$252,012. 

Klaravich Stables Inc. and 
William Lawrence's Summer 
Doldrums, one of the richest 
runners to make an appearance 
during the meet, was shipped 
from New York by trainer Rick 
Violette for a one-mile allow¬ 
ance on June 8, which he duly 
won by a do 2 en lengths. 

Summer Doldrums, a 
son of Street Cry (Ire), won 
the $750,000 Colonial Turf 
Cup-G3 and Whirlaway Stakes 
last year at 3, but was search¬ 
ing for his first victory since 
that lucrative graded score at 
Colonial Downs in June 2007. 
The allowance win, his first 
effort over a synthetic surface, 
was worth $24,000, which 
pushed his career earnings to 
just shy of $750,000 from 16 
starts. 

From May 30 to June 22, 
Ryan Fogelsonger and the 
nation's leading trainer, Steve 
Asmussen, teamed up to win 
nine races. Among the scores 
was an impressive debut by 
Elite Racing Company's 2-year- 
old Pennsylvania-bred filly Sky 
Haven in the first race on June 
11. Sent off as the .70-1 favor¬ 
ite in the field of four. Sky 
Haven ducked in at the start, 
but was never in danger from 
that point on. The daughter of 
Sky Mesa won as she pleased 
by seven lengths. 


Asmussen sent out another 
first-time juvenile starter, 4-5 
favorite Vindy, in the first race 
the next day, with Dale Beckner 
getting the call as rider. The 
result was virmaUy the same, as 
the Vindication fiUy drew off 
in the stretch to win by three 
and a half lengths. Bred and 
owned by Padua Stables, Vindy 
is out of Tricky Elaine, a stakes- 
placed half-sister to horse of 
the year Favorite Trick. 

Trainer Jeffrey Radosevich 
and rider Scott Spieth won 
back-to-back six-furlong races 
on June 14, and it couldn't 
have been much closer. In the 
sixth race, for $25,000 claim- 
ers, the Radosevich-trained. 
Jack Boggs-owned Aledo 
Splash caught leader Orozco 
but couldn't get by—and the 
camera couldn't separate them 
at the wire as they dead heated 
for the win. 

The seventh race, a non¬ 
winners of two allowance test, 
produced nearly as dramatic 
a finish as Perfectly Played, 
owned by Gerald Silver, was 
always in close proximity to 
pacesetter Ocean Springs Slew 
and kept the battle going to 
the wire, getting up to win by 
a neck. The two Radosevich- 
trained winners combined to 
take home $33,000. 

Weather played a role in the 
cancellation of the June 4 card, 
although the track surface was 
never a factor. 

Area storms knocked out 
the phone Hnes, which resulted 
in the first race of the evening 
going off as a non-wagering 
event (the winner was 3-year- 
old filly Oral Argument). With 
no wagering available, the rest 
of the card was cancelled. ^

Trainer 
Kelly 
Breen is 
one to 
watch

T rainer Kelly Breen stood 
at the peak of the moun¬ 
tain at Monmouth Park 
in the fall of 2006. He had 
just wrapped up his second 
consecutive training title at the 
Mid-Atlantic region’s richest 
track—in fact, he had run away 
with the lead only six years 
after opening his own stable 
and three years shy of his 40th 
birthday 

It seemed likely that Breen 
would be a mainstay at the 
top of the Monmouth train¬ 
ers’ standings for years, even 
decades. However, Breen was 
becoming burned out, the 
“hustle and bustle” of oversee¬ 
ing a large barn getting to him. 

“1 had 90 horses in train¬ 
ing,” Breen recalls. “They were 
in five different barns —one 
stall here, two stalls there, some 
at the farm. I’m a hands-on guy. 
1 like to know what is going 
on with my horses. 1 was still 
mucking out stalls, galloping 
them, walking them.” 

Breen, who follows the 
New Jersey/Florida circuit, 
scaled down his operation in 
2007 (while still finishing sixth 
in the regular Monmouth meet 
standings).

Then at this year’s Mon¬ 
mouth stand that began on 
May 9, he reappeared in a dra¬ 
matically altered mode-with 
20 horses, mainly 2-year-olds, 
all of them belonging to rela¬ 
tively new owners George and 
Lori Hall. 

By the end of June, Breen 
had once again found his way 
into the upper echelon of train¬ 
ers, with nine victories-nearly 
half of his horses’ starts to 
that point. 

Several of his juveniles-in 
particular Bold Union, a Dixie 
Union filly out of Monmouth 
stakes winner B old World—have 
turned heads. In her June 1 
debut. Bold Union destroyed 
a small field to win by 10% 
lengths. She came right back to 
romp in Belmont Park’s Astoria 
Stakes on June 29, winning the 
time-honored stakes by nine 
and three-quarters lengths. 

George Hall, 47, is president 
of the Manhattan, N.Y.-based 
Clinton Group, an investment 
firm that he founded in 1991. 
He grew up going to the New 
York tracks with his family. 

Breen met the Halls in 
2004 through a mutual friend, 
and they kept bumping into 
each other at Monmouth and 
Saratoga. 

After a third chance encoun¬ 
ter, George HaU called Breen to 
inquire about employing him 
to help select young horses at 
auction and train them. Breen 
recommended they attend the 
Keeneland September Yearling 
sale. 

As George Hall recalled, 
Breen cautioned him that of 
the yearhngs they bought, 
‘‘ ‘one out of three will make it 
to the track.’ So we bought four 
to give us better odds.” 

The odds, however, turned 
out to be much shorter. Those 
four horses aU won, and two— 
Keeneland Kat and Fagan’s 
Legacy-captured stakes. 
Keeneland Kat, a daughter 
of Hennessy purchased for 
$77,000, won Monmouth’s 
Sorority Stakes and finished 
third in Belmont’s Frizette-Gl 


as a 2-year-old in 2005. Breen 
pre-entered her in the Breeders’ 
Cup Juvenile FiUies-Gl, but he 
was forced to scratch her when 
she developed bronchitis on 
the eve of the post position 
draw. 

Buoyed by that first crop, 
the Halls have concentrated on 
yearling sales. By late 2007, they 
were looking to buy enough 
youngsters to keep Breen busy 
on a full-time basis. 

At last year’s Keeneland 
September sale, they purchased 
16 yearlings (trading as K&G 
Stables, an entity named for the 
Halls’ children, Kathryn and 
George Jr.). Also in 2007, the 
Halls bought a farm in Lexing¬ 
ton, Ky, where their retired 
fillies and mares can begin new 
careers as broodmares. 

Although the Halls have the 
resources to chase high-priced 
prospects, they have focused 
on uncovering value. The aver¬ 
age price of their purchases 
at Keeneland September last 
year was shghtly less than 
$90,000. The most expensive 
was a $200,000 Forest Wildcat 
colt now named King Puma, 
who has yet to start. But the 
second-highest expenditure. 
Atomic Rain, a Smart Strike 
colt who cost $170,000, broke 
his maiden at Monmouth on 
June 5 in his second start. 

George Hall approaches the 
sales ring like his hedge fund, 
seeking undervalued prospects. 
Buy low and sell high. 

Bold Union came to them 
on a bid of $75,000. The Halls 
intended to pinhook her and a 
few others at the March Ocala 
Breeders’ Sales Company’s 
2-year-olds in training sale. But 
citing a weak market, Breen 
withdrew her from the auction. 
Breen took her to his barn at 
Palm Meadows Training Center 
in Florida, where she lit up the 
work tab. 

“Our goal is to build a qual¬ 
ity stable and do it as profitably 
as possible,” Hall said. “Kelly is 
disciplined in what we pay for 
horses. . . we want to do this as 
economically as possible.” 


For his part, Breen enjoys 
the “behind the scenes prep¬ 
aration with babies. I spend 
hours upon hours looking at 
the Keeneland books,” he says. 
“I explained to the Halls that 
I want to buy horses I would 
want to train. And that’s not 
always the most expensive.” 

From that large 2007 
Keeneland sales crop, Breen 
has also unleashed additional 
winners Lesseroftwoevils and 
Rapid Redux—the only others 
to have started thus far. 

Owners and bettors have 
recognized Breen’s talent with 
young horses since he cata¬ 
pulted to the top ranks in New 
Jersey in 2005. His top juve¬ 
nile performers include 2006 
Astoria Stakes winner Desire 
to Excel and graded s takes- 
placed True Addiction, plus 
stakes-placed Eternal Grace 
and Keeneland Kid, the latter a 
full brother to Keeneland Kat. 

During the summer of 
2006, Breen developed Bobby 
Hurley, Ricky GaUo and Pat 
Scire’s Praying for Cash into 
the top-ranked Monmouth- 
based 3-year-old colt, sending 
him out to win the Grade 3 
Long Branch Breeders’ Cup 
Stakes-G3 and then come back 
to finish second to Bluegrass 
Cat in the track’s signature 
event, the $1 million Grade 1 
Haskell Invitational. 

Breen worked hard to 
become a seeming overnight 
success, and many of those 
who encountered the young 
trainer in the preceding years 
were not surprised when he 
made it. 

Breen fell in love with horse 
racing before reaching his teens 
and honed his craft from the 
ground up while still in high 
school. His dad, Jackie, who is 
a steamfitter in Manhattan, is 
also a horseplayer, dating back 
to the days of the now defunct 
Jamaica race track in New York. 
When the family moved to Old 
Bridge, N.J., Monmouth Park (a 
little more than 20 miles away) 
became a natural draw. 


Breen used to hang around 
outside the jockeys’ room; he 
aspired to become a jockey 
and idohzed the late Chris 
Antley. He said he’d take odd 
jobs —cutting lawns, wash¬ 
ing cars, embroidering tee 
shirts-to earn enough money 
to pay for riding lessons. 

In his late teens, Breen 
connected with trainer Walter 
Reese, for whom he began gal¬ 
loping horses. Not incidental¬ 
ly, Antley was Reese’s regular 
rider. 

Breen grew too tall to be a 
jockey—a growth spurt at 16 
whacked that dream-so he 
shifted his sights on becom¬ 
ing a trainer. He worked for 
Reese and then another of 
Monmouth’s leading trainers, 
John Forbes. 

Following a stint on his own 
as a pubhc trainer from 1992 
to 1994, he joined the crew 
of Ben Perkins Sr. Breen gal¬ 
loped a host of top sprinters 
for Perkins, including Appeal¬ 
ing Skier, Forest Wildcat and 
Confide. That would be his 
final apprenticeship, although it 
has continued informally since 
Perkins retired eight years ago. 

“I still talk to him,” Breen 
said. “He gives me advice to 
this day. He made me what I 
am today. I’m still reverting 
back to his methods. I call it 
‘going old school.’” 

It’s easy to see Breen is “old 
school,” an extension of suc¬ 
cessful Monmouth outfits of 
yesteryear, and not just in the 
frequency of his trips to the 
winner’s circle. He is nattily 
dressed in a suit on race days. 
His barn is similarly well-kept: 
rows of blooming flowers 
decorate its exterior. He is a 
hands-on conditioner. And he 
owns a profound knowledge 
of Monmouth’s history and its 
once powerful barns and their 
star horses. 

“I watched those big out¬ 
fits,” Breen said. “Now I hope 
people are watching me.” W

WINDSOR CASTLE 
GETS ROYAL WINNER 


H enry the Lover, who 
won the inaugural Coin 
Collector Stakes by an 
emphatic seven and three-quar¬ 
ters lengths on Charles Town’s 
Sprint Festival card on June 
21, is not just the first stakes 
winner for his sire, Windsor 
Castie. The 3-year-old gelding 
has also extended the legacy 
of the Casey family’s breeding 
operation in West Virginia. 

Flenry the Lover, bred and 
trained by patriarch James W 
Casey and racing in the name 
of the family’s Taylor Mountain 
Farm LLC, was the 2-5 favor¬ 
ite among eight sophomores 
in the four and a half-furlong 


Coin Collector, a race named 
in honor of one of the best 
runners bred and campaigned 
by the Casey family 

Coin Collector won back- 
to-back runnings of the West 
Virginia Breeders Classic and 
was a four-time stakes winner 
at 2, earning $328,114. 

Hustled from the gate by 
Travis Dunkelberger, Henry the 
Lover blasted through fractions 
of :21.94 and :45.88 before 
stopping the timer in :52.42. 

James W. Casey and sons 
James M. and John Casey main¬ 
tain their ranking among the 
state’s leading breeders and 
owners as they continue to 


develop young sires at their 
farm in Charles Town. 

Henry the Lover—out of 
the Danzig Connection mare 
Fhrtation Walk—^is one of 
eight foals from 10-year-old 
Windsor Castie’s first crop. 
Purchased privately by Casey 
from Dogwood Stable at the 
conclusion of his racing career, 
Windsor Castle is a multiple 
graded stakes winner who cam¬ 
paigned for four full seasons. 

From 29 hfetime starts, 
Windsor Castle won six races, 
with seven seconds and five 
thirds, earning $591,715. He 
won the Grade 2 Remsen 
Stakes and was twice second in 
graded stakes at 2. 

A winner from five and a 
half furlongs to a mile and an 
eighth, Windsor Castle won the 
Hal’s Hope Handleap-G3 at 
Gulfstream Park and William 
Donald Schaefer Handicap-G3 
at Pimlico during his 5-year-old 
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season. All eight of his stakes 
placings were in graded races. 

A son of top sprinter Lord 
Carson, Windsor Castie is out 
of the stakes-winning mare 
Frigidette, and is a half-brother 
to stakes winner North Coast 
Ltd. and graded stakes-placed 
Tito’s Beau. His family includes 
2008 Belmont Stakes-G1 win¬ 
ner Da’ Tara, Grade 1 -winning 
$502,046-earner Private Persua¬ 
sion, 2008 Rebel Stakes-G2 
winner Sierra Sunset, 2008 
Kentucky Derby-Gl /Belmont 
Stakes-Gl-placed Denis of 
Cork, and Maryland Million 
Sprint winner My Poker Player.

T here was no stopping 
Miss Blue Tye Dye in the 
Power by Far Stakes at 
Penn National on the evening 
of May 30. Always prominent 
in the six-furlong stakes for 
registered Pennsylvania-bred 
and sired fillies and mares, the 
4-year-old daughter of Tekken 
(Tre) pressed the early pace set 
by She’s Fancy Free, took the 
lead and opened up with a Httie 
more than a furlong to run. She 
scored her first stakes win by a 
length and three-quarters over 
heavy favorite Speechifying. 

The second choice in the 
field of seven. Miss Blue Tye 
Dye earned $45,000 for win¬ 
ning owner Joseph T. Judge 
and trainer Robert Reid Jr. 

Miss Blue Tye Dye became 
the first stakes winner for 
Tekken, a son of Nureyev 
owned by Shirley Lojeski and 
standing at Lojeski Farms in 
Emmaus, Pa. Bred by Lojeski 
out of the Allen’s Prospect 
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mare Blue Moon Ninety, the 
filly also had the distinction 
of being the first winner for 
her sire when she broke her 
maiden on September 9, 2006, 
at Philadelphia Park.

B The Maryland-bred 3-year- 
old filly with the odd name, 
Heartiight No. One, was mak¬ 
ing a name for herself far from 
the farm where she was raised. 
Country Roads in Charles 
Town, W.Va. 

Owned and bred by famed 
songwriter Burt Bacharach, 
Heartiight No. One didn't 
make her first career start until 
January at Santa Anita, in which 
she pulled a back muscle when 
finishing third, but remrned to 
break her maiden at Hollywood 
Park in June. Ambitiously 
placed in Grade 1 company 
next out, she galloped home to 
win the Hollywood Oaks by 12 
lengths under Laffit Pincay Jr. 

Heartiight No. One-named 
for one of Bacharach's songs, 
‘‘Heartiight," that actually didn't 
go to number one-was the 
first Grade 1 stakes winner for 
top Maryland sire Rock Talk. 

Bacharach kept 11 brood¬ 
mares at 75-acre Country 
Roads Farm. Owned by Alfred 
Braunstein, Bacharach's busi¬ 
ness manager, the farm was 
leased and operated by Vinnie 
and Suzanne MoscareUi. 


Vinnie MoscareUi was a for¬ 
mer high-goal polo player who 
turned to training race horses in 
Maryland and at Charles Town. 
Suzanne had been the nation's 
leading three-day event rider in 
1962. Together they oversaw 
the day-to-day operation of the 
farm, from raising the foals to 
breaking the young horses. 

Heartiight No. One had a stel¬ 
lar campaign in her only season at 
the track, winning five of her seven 
starts, with a second and a third, and 
being awarded the Eclipse Award for 
champion 3-year-oldfilly. 

B Brothers HamUton and 
FrankUn Smith had one of the 
hottest juveniles in Maryland 
after their homebred Stag a Lee 
won two stakes in July at Bowie 
to keep his record perfect. 

Trained by Hamilton Smith, 
the Maryland-bred colt won 
the first 2-year-old race of the 
season in Maryland at Pimlico 
in May, took the Primer Stakes 
in open company, then annexed 
the Playpen Stakes for state- 
breds 18 days later, but exited 
the race with bucked shins. 

Stag a Lee was by Inkosana 
(by Mongo out of My Sister 
Kate, a full sister to Raise a 
Native), who stood at the 
Smith family's farm in EUoree, 
S.C., until his death in 1982. 
Inkosana had been a mod¬ 


est race horse for his owner, 
Marion duPont Scott-having 
won just twice, once over hur¬ 
dles-before being leased as a 
stallion prospect to the Smiths, 
who eventuaUy took over full 
ownership.

B The New Jersey-bred fiUy 
Jersey Girl remained undefeat¬ 
ed in six starts on the year, five 
in stakes company, and shot to 
the head of her 3-year-old class 
after victories in the Grade 1 
Acorn and Grade 1 Mother 
Goose Stakes at Belmont Park 
in June. 

The sharp-looking chesmut 
fiUy, from the first crop of New 
Jersey-bred champion Belong 
to Me, defeated the hkes of 
the previous year's champi¬ 
on 2-year-old filly. Countess 
Diana, as well as Kentucky 
Oaks-Gl winner Keeper HUl. 
Trained by Todd Pletcher for 
Ackerley Brothers Farm, which 
purchased her for $220,000 
at the Fasig-Tipton Florida 
selected 2-year-olds in training 
sale, Jersey Girl had rarely been 
headed in any of her starts, at 
distances ranging from six fur¬ 
longs to a mile and an eighth, 
four of them graded stakes. 

Bred by Mac Fehsenfeld, 
Jersey Girl upped her record 
to eight wins from 10 hfe- 
time starts, with earnings of 
$451,137. 

B George Ohrstrom Jr.'s 4-year- 
old homebred fiUy Mossflower 
did the near impossible in her 
stakes debut— she blew away the 
field in the Grade 1 Hempstead 
Handicap at Belmont Park, 
defeating champion Ajina and 
four other rivals, who together 
had won 21 stakes and earned 
than $3 miUion. 

Mossflower ralhed from 
last to win by 12 lengths and 
shattered the stakes record set 
by 1997 champion older mare 
Hidden Lake the year before. 


Despite limited opportuni¬ 
ties at stud, Inkosana turned 
out to be a much better stal- 
Hon than expected. From fewer 
than 50 foals, he had several 
earn over six figures and two 
were stakes winners. 


Tall and gangly as a young¬ 
ster, Mossflower didn't race at 
2, but remained undefeated in 
her career after six starts, which 
she won by an average margin 
of six and a half lengths. The 
Virginia-bred filly by Affirmed 
campaigned in the name of 
Ohrstrom's Whitewood Farm. 

B Marylander George England 
Jr. spent aU of $800 to buy 
a weanhng filly at the Fasig- 
Tipton Midlantic December 
Mixed sale in 1992. His remrn 
on investment was staggering, 
as the filly he named Incredible 
Revenge boosted her career 
earnings to $325,295 after 
winning her second consecu¬ 
tive Klassy Briefcase Stakes at 
Monmouth Park. 

Owned and trained by 
England, Incredible Revenge 
was a five-fiirlong turf special¬ 
ist, winning 12 of 14 starts, 
with two seconds, under those 
conditions. 

A fan favorite, the 6-year- 
old mare was not stabled at 
the track. Instead the daughter 
of Raja's Revenge (out of the 
Raise a Native mare Incredible 
Moment) stayed at England's 
family farm in Monrovia, Md., 
until close to her races, when 
the owner would haul her to 
Charles Town for gallops. He 
vanned her to the tracks where 
she raced. 

“She is the cheapest horse 
I ever bought, and she's 
turned into the best one I've 
ever owned," said England. 
“After 30 years of hard work, 
I got lucky. And I want every 
moment of that luck to last for 
as long as it can." 

Incredible Revenge raced a total 
of six seasons, made 57 starts, 
won 26, with nine seconds and eight 
thirds, and earned $638,578. Her 
15 stakes wins included three run¬ 
nings of the Klassy Briefcase Stakes.

B The best juvenile filly in 
Canada was Wonder Where, 
by the 17-year-old Country 
Life Farm stallion Occupy, a 
son of *BuIl Dog who was 
Maryland's leading juvenile 
sire the previous year when he 
was represented by three 
stakes winners, all filhes. 
Occupy was once again atop 
the juverdle sires hst. 

Occupy had great success 
as a sire of fillies, as he also had 
sired the talented race mares 
Cinda and Home-Made. 

Occupy, the nation's leading 
money winning 2-year-old of 1943, 
was a stakes winner from ages 2 


to 5, won 21 of his 62 starts, 
and set a track record at a mile at 
Hollywood Park. He was syndi¬ 
cated and entered stud at Sagamore 
Farm in Glyndon, before being 
moved to Country Life Farm in 
Bel Air in the mid-1950s, where he 
died at the age of 24 in 1965. 

Wonder Where went on to win 
19 races, 14 of which were stakes. 
She was honored as Canada's horse 
of the year in 1959. 

B Sagamore Farm manager 
Ralph Kercheval resigned his 
position to enter into a part¬ 
nership with Mr. and Mrs. 
JuHan Rogers in the operation 
of Idle Hour Farm in 
Lexington, Ky. W.C. (BiU) 
Winfrey, trainer of the 
Sagamore horses for nearly a 
decade, was named the new 
general manager. 
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$372,365.

MHBA Yearling Show

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It was a long road to fame 
for Barbara Smith. 

Proprietor of 50-acre 
Dragon's Lair Farm in Loth¬ 
ian (southern Anne Arundel 
County), Md., Smith started 
out on the Maryland race 
tracks in the 1970s, galloping 
horses for the late Richard E. 
(Dickie) Dutrow. 

She began breeding and 
racing horses about 10 years 
ago, and currently maintains 
seven broodmares. 

But her horses had not car¬ 
ried her into the limelight un¬ 
til this year's Maryland Horse 
Breeders Association Yearling 
Show, when judge Mike Trom- 
betta, a leading Maryland 
trainer, selected her homebred 
filly. Strike a Blow Lass, as 


grand champion among 73 en¬ 
tries. The filly also earned the 
blue ribbon in Class IV, top¬ 
ping 13 others exhibited in the 
class for Maryland-sired fillies 
foaled prior to March 30. 

"This is the pinnacle—to 
date," said Smith, after ac¬ 
cepting the Chanceland Farm 
Challenge Trophy at the 74th 
edition of the show for Mary- 
land-breds, held June 29 at the 
Timonium Fairgrounds. 

It was the second time 
Smith has exhibited in the 
yearling show. Last year, a 
groom's award was given for 
her Rock Slide filly. 

The grand champion-by 
Domestic Dispute-added to 
the remarkable record of her 
sire, who took the leading stal¬ 


lion award at last year's show 
with offspring from his first 
crop, and was represented by 
the 2007 reserve champion. 

Domestic Dispute, a mul¬ 
tiple Grade 2-winning son of 
Unbridled's Song, stands at 
Northview Stallion Station in 
Chesapeake City. 

Smith bred the yearling 
show star from the Strike the 
Gold mare Strikethegold Lass, 
whom she acquired privately 
upon the recommendation of 
her farrier. A hard-hitting run¬ 
ner who campaigned for seven 
seasons, winning or placing in 
27 of her 69 career starts and 
earning $117,490, Strikethe¬ 
gold Lass had just finished rac¬ 
ing when she joined Smith's 
broodmare band in 2004.

Strike a Blow Lass is the 
first foal for the mare, now 12, 
who has a weanling colt by 
Fantasticat and is barren for 
2009 to the cover of Tenpins. 

Trombetta, who took ap¬ 
proximately four hours to 
judge the six classes of Mary- 
land-bred yearlings, described 
the overall quality as good, 
saying: '"We looked at a lot of 
nice horses."' 

Added Trombetta: "I'd 
like to have any one of [the 
class winners] in my barn. The 
champion stood out a little 
bit more. She's a good-sized, 
strong filly." 

The show must have been 
a bittersweet experience for 
longtime Maryland horse¬ 
man Cary Jackson—who just 
missed retiring the champion¬ 
ship trophy for the second 
year in a row. 

Jackson's colt by Not For 
Love out of Lady Tiara (by 
Vice Regent) was named re¬ 
serve champion after winning 


Class II, in which 13 Mary- 
land-sired males born on or 
after April 6 were exhibited. 

Lady Tiara, one of six 
broodmares in residence at 
Jackson's Fox Harbor Farm in 
White Hall, Md., is among the 
most successful producers in 
yearling show history. 

Her Cryptoclearance colt, 
Bianchi's Boy, who was in ute- 
ro when Jackson bought Lady 
Tiara for $52,000 at the 2004 
Fasig-Tipton Kentucky Febru¬ 
ary sale, gave Jackson his first 
leg on the trophy by winning 
the grand championship at 
the 2005 show judged by Ben 
Perkins Sr. 

Jackson returned the fol¬ 
lowing year to win the grand 
championship with a colt by 
Louis Quatorze out of Carna 
(by Dehere). That show was 
judged by Tim Ritchey. 

Then in 2007, judge Tom 
Albertrani pinned as reserve 
champion another colt out of

Lady Tiara-Mr. Indisputable 
(by Domestic Dispute). 

Lady Tiara's two earlier 
yearling show standouts both 
sold at auction for six-figure 
prices. Bianchi's Boy brought 
$135,000 at the 2005 Fasig- 
Tipton Midlantic Eastern Fall 
Yearling sale and $155,000 at 
the 2006 Keeneland Novem¬ 
ber sale. He earned stakes- 
placed status with a runner-up 
performance to Roaring Lion 
in the 2006 Maryland Juvenile 
Championship Stakes. 

Mr. Indisputable, as yet un¬ 
raced, sold for $140,000 at the 
2007 Fasig-Tipton Kentucky 
July sale. 

Longtime Maryland own¬ 
er/breeder Bob Manfuso re¬ 
tired the championship tro¬ 
phy in 1999 and replaced it 
with the Chanceland Farm 
Challenge Trophy, named for 
the Howard County establish¬ 
ment he owns and operates 
with partner Katy Voss. 


Manfuso and Voss earned 
high marks once again at this 
year's show, exhibiting two 
homebreds to win classes. 

Their Brahms colt won 
Class III (for out-of-state-sired 
colts and geldings) besting 
seven rivals. The colt comes 
from a prominent family of 
Maryland-bred runners de¬ 
veloped by Voss's parents, the 
late John B. and Kitty Merry- 
man. His stakes-placed dam. 
Rare Flight (by Rare Perform¬ 
er) is a half-sister to Smart 'n 
Quick (by Wise Exchange), 
whom Voss trained to win or 
place in 18 stakes and earn 
$711,804. 

In Class V (for Maryland- 
sired fillies born on or after 
March 30), Voss and Man- 
fuso's entry topped 10 in the 
ring. From the first crop of 
Dance With Ravens, a son of 
A.P. Indy standing at North- 
view Stallion Station, the filly 
is out of the French Deputy 
mare Parlez, from the family

of outstanding producer Fia- 
lory. 

Other class winners repre¬ 
sented Robert R Levy's Muir- 
field Ventures and Don Pisto- 
rio's Tuscany Farm LLC. 

Muirfield Ventures's Bow¬ 
man's Band colt out of Cool 
Number, by It's Freezing, won 
the largest class of the day. 
Class I (for Maryland-sired 
colts and geldings foaled prior 
to April 6), which had 17 par¬ 
ticipants. 

Tuscany Farm LLC's Patty's 
Party Line (by Eavesdropper 
—Patelin Line, by Pleasant 
Line) took the blue ribbon 
over 10 others in Class VI (for 
out-of-state-sired fillies). Her 
third dam is Majesty's Crown, 
who produced the Maryland- 
bred Eclipse Award-winning 
sprinter and top sire Smoke 
Glacken and five-time graded 
stakes winner Smokey Glack¬ 
en. 

Not For Love, the longtime 
leading Maryland sire stand¬ 
ing at Northview Stallion Sta¬ 
tion, retired the Worthington 
Farms stallion trophy in 2006. 
This year Not For Love gained 
his first leg on the new trophy, 
as the show's leading sire (de¬ 
termined on the basis of points 
in the various classes). Not For 
Love had two offspring (in¬ 
cluding the reserve champion) 
earn ribbons for first and sec¬ 
ond. 

Winners of this year's ama¬ 
teur judging contest, in which 
spectators attempt to match 
the judge's selections for Class 


IV, were Sally Thomas and Jo¬ 
seph M. Jennings. 

Thomas, a newly elected 
MHBA board member, is a 
bloodstock agent and man¬ 
ager of John P. McDaniel's 
Hickory Ridge Farm in How¬ 
ard County. 

Jennings, a lifelong horse¬ 
man, is a son of prominent 
New Jersey breeder/owner 
Joe Jennings, who owns and 
operates Walnford Stud in Al¬ 
lentown, N.J.

Declan's Moon retires 


to Merryland Farm 



D eclan's Moon, the 
Maryland-bred gelding who 
won an Eclipse Award as the 
nation's champion 2-year-old 
male in 2004, has been retired 
from racing and will become a 
"star in residence" at Josh and 
Mike Pons's Merryland Farm 
in Hydes, Md. 

Bred by Brice Ridgely, De¬ 
clan's Moon is from the second 
crop of nationally leading sire 
Malibu Moon, who launched 
his career at the Pons family's 
Country Life Farm in Bel Air, 
Md. Malibu Moon moved to 
Kentucky for the 2004 breed¬ 
ing season after his first crop 
proved a resounding success; 
the Ponses continue to own 
a major interest in the son of 
A.P Indy 


A standout from a young 
age. Declan's Moon (out of 
the Norquestor mare Vee Vee 
Star) won his class at the 2003 
Maryland Horse Breeders 
Association Yearling Show 
judged by Barclay Tagg, and 
subsequently was sent by Rid¬ 
gely to the Fasig-Tipton Mid- 
lantic Eastern Fall Yearling 
sale where he sold as part of 
agent Bill Reightier's consign¬ 
ment for $125,000. 

Prominent California own¬ 
ers Mace and Samantha Siegel 
purchased Declan's Moon at 
the Timonium auction and 
campaigned him to win six 
of 18 career starts, earning 
$705,647. 

He raced undefeated 
through his 2-year-old sea¬ 


son, winning a maiden special 
weight in July, the Del Mar 
Futurity-G2 in September, the 
Hollywood Prevue Stakes-G3 
in November, and in Decem¬ 
ber giving a climactic perfor¬ 
mance in the Grade 1 Holly¬ 
wood Futurity, in which he 
defeated Breeders' Cup Juve¬ 
nile Stakes-Gl winner Wilko. 

Declan's Moon is one of 
only three horses since the ad¬ 
vent of the Breeders' Cup in 
1984 to win the juvenile male 
title without competing on the 
championship day. 

He was an early favor¬ 
ite for the Kentucky Derby, 
and fueled those dreams in 
his first start at 3, capturing 
the Santa Catalina Stakes-G2 
in March 2005. Days later he 
was discovered to have a non- 
displaced bone chip in his left 
knee. Cannon bone problems 
delayed his return to the races 
until July 2006, and he won 
only one of his final 13 starts. 

"He just couldn't get back 
to the horse he was," Mace 
Siegel told Thoroughbred 
Times. "When he was at his 
best, he brought us a lot of joy, 
and he did it with style—he 
made it look so easy. The [Del 
Mar Futurity] was a terrific 
race because [trainer Bob] Baf- 
fert had a 2-year-old [Roman 
Ruler] that people were will¬ 
ing to concede was the best in 
the world. We looked him in 
the eye and beat him." ^

New test available 


for horses in Maryland 


A.S part of the Maryland 
Department of Agriculture 
(MDA)'s ongoing work to ex¬ 
pedite the identification and 
control of disease, the Col¬ 
lege Park Animal Health Di¬ 
agnostic Laboratory is now 
able to perform polymerase 
chain reaction (PCR) testing 
for equine herpesvirus-1, the 
causal agent of a common 
horse disease often called "rhi¬ 
no." This capability includes 
the neuropathic strain of the 
virus which causes neurologic 
herpes (equine herpes myelo- 


encephalopathy), a significant 
disease of horses in the US. 

The ability to detect EHV- 
1 neuro with PCR analysis 
will enable the industry and 
MDA to more quickly detect 
and more effectively respond 
to suspected and actual cases, 
reducing the adverse eco¬ 
nomic impact associated with 
actual and suspected out¬ 
breaks of this disease. Previ¬ 
ously, samples collected in the 
field would be sent across the 
country for analysis using this 
same technique. The delay in 


receiving results meant that 
animals implicated in the dis¬ 
ease investigation, but not in¬ 
fected would be restricted lon¬ 
ger awaiting results. Reducing 
the turnaround time of the 
samples significantly reduces 
the time between suspicion of 
disease and a determination 
that the virus is or is not pres¬ 
ent, allowing the response ac¬ 
tivities to more properly focus 
on the infected animals. 

MDA intends to make this 
available to equine veterinary 
practitioners soon and will

Finding names for horses 
can be a frustrating task, as 
most breeders are well aware. 
Robert Meyerhoff and his 
late wife, Jane, have bred and 
raced Thoroughbreds more 
successfully than anyone else 
in Maryland history, but they 
haven't been immune to writ¬ 


er's block. Jane's Dilemma, 
a Meyerhoff homebred who 
won stakes and later stood at 
stud in the state, spoke to the 
challenge. 

In the last few years, Mey¬ 
erhoff-whose achievements 
as an art collector equal or 
even exceed his accomplish¬ 
ments in the Thoroughbred 
world-has named some of his 
horses after top-flight artists. 

As a result, the ranks of 
2008 Maryland-bred stakes 
winners have been decorated 
with Hartigan (named for Bal¬ 
timore resident Grace Harti¬ 
gan) and Sheeler (namesake of 
the late Charles Sheeler). 

Hartigan carried Meyer- 
hoff's yellow and royal blue 
silks to her third career stakes 
win while capturing the Pearl 
Necklace Stakes on May 31. 

Sent off as half of a heavily 
favored entry with stablemate 
Inventive, she rated early 
in the mile and a sixteenth 
event, took command in the 


upper stretch, and drew off 
to score by four and a quarter 
lengths. Inventive was third, 
a length and a quarter behind 
runner-up and early paceset¬ 
ter Clara's Song. Completing 
the field were Heavenly Moon 
and Poised by Design. 

The Pearl Necklace was set 
for a field of eight until heavy 
rain in the early afternoon 
forced the race off the turf and 
onto the dirt. 

That was a virtual repeat of 
Hartigan and Inventive's last 
outing, the unrestricted Hill¬ 
top Stakes at Pimlico on May 
10, when the two fillies fin¬ 
ished one-three in the off-the- 
turf contest. 

Hartigan's time for the 
Pearl Necklace was 1:47.42 
over a muddy, sealed surface. 

Described by her trainer, 
Dickie Small, as "a tiny little 
filly with a gigantic big heart," 
Hartigan has finished in the 
money in eight of her nine ca¬ 
reer starts, earning $151,000. 
She has won or placed in six 
stakes. 

Hartigan is also the fourth 
Pearl Necklace winner for 
Small, who saddled her 
granddam Star Minister to 
win the race for Meyerhoff in 
1992, and followed up with 
his own Proud Owner (1998) 
and Buckingham Farm's He 
Loves Me (2004). 

Hartigan descends from 
accomplished Meyerhoff-bred 
runners on both sides of her 
pedigree. Her sire. Include (a 
son of Meyerhoff's Grade 1 
winner and leading sire Broad 
Brush, the 1986 and '87 Mary- 
land-bred Horse of the Year), 
was a Grade 1-winning mil¬ 
lionaire who took honors as 
Maryland-bred Horse of the 
Year in 2001. 

On the dam's side Harti¬ 
gan descends from the stellar 
bloodline of Dynamic Star (Si¬ 
lent Screen—Cynderdyne, by 


What Luck), whom Meyerhoff 
bought for $200,000 at the 1988 
Keeneland November sale. 

Dynamic Star was carrying 
her first foal, a Deputy Minis¬ 
ter filly, when she joined the 
broodmare band at Meyer¬ 
hoff's Fitzhugh Farm in Phoe¬ 
nix, Md. That filly. Star Minis¬ 
ter, carried Meyerhoff's colors 
to victory in seven stakes, in¬ 
cluding the Grade 2 Cotil¬ 
lion Handicap, and earned 
$458,650. A stakes winner each 
year she raced, at 2, 3 and 4, 
Star Minister was a Maryland- 
bred divisional champion in 
each of her first two seasons of 
competition (1991 and '92). 

Dynamic Star, honored as 
Maryland's broodmare of the 
year in 1999, went on to pro¬ 
duce four more stakes per¬ 
formers for Meyerhoff, led by 
stakes winners Stellar Brush 
(1996, Broad Brush; $626,830, 
Ohio Derby-G2, etc.) and Dy¬ 
namic Deputy (2002, Deputy 
Minister; $344,020, Shine 
Again S, 2nd Delaware H-G2, 
etc.). 

Meanwhile, Star Minister 
became a stakes producer as 
the dam of Concerned Minis¬ 
ter (1997, Concern; $266,060, 
Tenacious H, etc.) 

Hartigan is the first foal 
from Star Minister's unraced 
daughter Star Number (2000, 
Polish Numbers). 

Star Number, still in pro¬ 
duction at Meyerhoff's Fitz¬ 
hugh Farm in Phoenix, Md., 
has an unraced 2-year-old 
Distorted Humor filly. Ner¬ 
vous Laughter, whom Mey¬ 
erhoff sold for $65,000 at the 
2007 Keeneland September 
Yearling sale. She produced 
full siblings to Hartigan in 
each of the last two seasons 
(a colt in 2007 and filly in '08) 
and is back in foal for 2009 to 
Include.

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ReRun in the media spotlight 

by Felice Bus to 


T he tragic death of Kentucky Derby runner- 
up Eight Belles before a national audience 
immediately following the race has generated 
heightened concern among the public (and now 
Congress) over the welfare of Thoroughbreds during 
and after their racing careers. 

This very public issue clearly sparked the media’s 
interest in the post-career lives of race horses and 
it turned its attention to ReRun Inc., a non-profit 
adoption program for Thoroughbred race horses. 

ReRun was featured on two national news 
programs on Belmont Stakes weekend, as well as 
on several local news stations and the National 
Public radio program Here and Now. One of ReRun’s 
facilities. Lumberjack Farm, owned and managed by 
Dianna Koebel in Cookstown, N.J., was showcased 
on both ABC’s World News Tonight, NBC’s Today Show 
and its Nightly News. 

This media spotlight followed a front page, 
in-depth article in the May 19 sports section of the 
New York Times on Re Run’s program and the process 
of rehabilitating, re-training and finding good homes 
for retired race horses. 

Currently, 12 ex-race horses awaiting adoption 
and second careers are stabled at Lumberjack Farm. 

The media’s attention on ReRun has generated 
a great deal of support from the public, but it was 
another broadcast that very likely saved the life of 
ReRun’s most recent addition to the program. 

Jean Kahl, a resident of Maryland, watched Bryant 
Gumbel’s Real Sports on HBO, which graphically 
depicted the horrific trip of several race horses 
from Mountaineer Park to slaughter. Kahl was 


greatly distressed by what she saw, and went online 
to find out how she could help. She came across 
the New York Times article on ReRun and called the 
organization. 

At the time of her call, ReRun had just learned of 
a race horse at Monmouth Park who had sustained 
a sesamoid fracture and was balking at being loaded 
onto a trailer headed for auction. Everyone knew this 
injured horse would likely meet an undesirable fate 
at auction, but ReRun had been unable to accept 
more Thoroughbreds until others in the program 
were adopted. 

Kahl came forth with a very generous donation 
that enabled ReRun to take in the handsome 5-year- 
old son of Devil’s Bag. He is currently being rested 
and rehabilitated at Perfenick Farm in Jobstown, 

N.J. Perfenick Farm has served as a ReRun foster 
farm for the past five years and is owned by former 
Thoroughbred Breeders’ Association of New Jersey 
board member Stewart Fenick, and Betty Fenick. The 
Fenicks remain active in New Jersey breeding and 
racing. 

Unfortunately, the need for financial support and 
good homes for retired Thoroughbreds will continue 
long after ReRun and the ex-race horses it helps have 
had their 15 minutes of fame. ReRun Inc., founded 
in 1996, has chapters in New Jersey, New York and 
Kentucky.

It was the eighth win in the 20-start career of the 
5-year-old daughter of Forest Wildcat. Wild Gams, 
the New Jersey-bred horse of the year in 2006, boasts 
earnings of $868,486.

like he was the best horse, and he was right about 
that, as the 6-year-old—who carried top weight of 
125 pounds, giving five to 10 pounds to his seven 
rivals—scored a front-running victory, stopping the 
timer in 1:09.06. 

Joey P. took command from the gate, whistling 
through a quarter in :21.71 and a half in :44.28. He 
drew off from Hey Chub through the stretch, and 
had plenty left to hold Who’s the Cowboy safe. I 

“With the inside post, I figured I’d put him on 
the lead and play catch-me-if-you-can,” said Bravo. “I 
knew I was on the best horse.” 

Who’s the Cowboy, lagging behind a bit early in 
his first start of the season, unleashed some of his 
old fire in the stretch as he ran down Hey Chub by 
a neck to gain the place, finishing two and a quarter 
lengths behind the winner. Hey Chub, winner of last 
year’s Reilly, chased Joey P. the whole way and gave 
up second grudgingly in the final strides. 

Ben Perkins Jr., who trains Joey P., scored 
a bi-state stakes double. He was on hand at 
Philadelphia Park to saddle Wild Gams for a win in 
the My Juliet Stakes, run just 10 minutes before Joey 
P. took the Reilly. 

“We told Joe to just use his judgment leaving 
there,” said Perkins. “From the one-hole you don’t 
want to get stuck behind runners. He’s such a big. 


long-striding horse that those fractions were just 
natural for him.”

The 2007 New Jersey-bred Horse of the Year, 
Talkin About Love started as the 125-pound 
highweight in the field of five New Jersey-bred fillies 
and mares, but settled for second, beaten three and a 
half lengths. 

Open Skies, trained by Tim Hills, raced the 
distance in 1:43.17 over a fast track. 

It was the first career stakes win, and third victory 
of the season, for Open Skies, a 3-year-old filly by 
leading New Jersey stallion Defrere. She led up to the 
Spruce Fir with a six and a quarter-length allowance 
score at Monmouth Park on June 5, after gaining her 
first-level allowance win at Gulfstream Park in April. 

"She’s a very nice filly,” said Hills. "She matured 
so much between her 2 and 3-year-old seasons. She’s 
always been a little slow out of the gate, but once 
she gets going she’s just awfully tough to catch. 

We’ll see what opportunities come our way, but the 
[Grade 3] Monmouth Oaks [on August 9] could be a 
possibility.”

VTA advocates whip oversight 


Salmo named 2007 champion 
Virginia-bred over fences 



P rior to this years Colonial 
Downs meet, the board of 
directors of the Virginia Thor¬ 
oughbred Association (VTA) 
passed a resolution advocating 
review and possible changes 
regarding jockeys’ whips at the 
New Kent,Va., race track. 

“In the wake of the Eight 
Belles tragedy, the Thoroughbred 
industry has accelerated its efforts 
to keep race horses as safe as pos¬ 
sible,” said VTA president Donna 
Dennehy of Eagle Point Farm 
in Ashland, Va. “We are simply 
advocating that Virginia’s racing 
community carefully examine the 
current policies regarding the use 
of the jockey’s whip and consider 
making changes that will be fair 
to participants and beneficial to 
the horses.” 

The Virginia Racing Com¬ 
mission (VRC) has rules limiting 
the size and shape of the jockey’s 
whip, but, like every other juris¬ 
diction in the U.S., no rules 
regarding the use of the whip. 

The VTA is advocating that 
the VRC, Colonial Downs and 
the jockey colony consider 
using the ProCush, and that the 


B raeburn Farm’s homebred 
Frisky Thunder and Edward 
P. Evans’s homebred Ghost 
Dancing topped the Virginia- 
bred stakes on opening weekend 
at Colonial Downs. 

Frisky Thunder (Thunder 
Rumble—Port St. Mary-GB, by 
Seattle Slew) rolled to an easy 
five and a quarter-length score in 


VRC consider future regulations 
regarding the use of the whip. 

The ProCush whip is manu¬ 
factured in the United Kingdom 
and has a shock-absorbing feature 
that protects horses from injury 
or discomfort.The ProCush is the 
only whip allowed in the UK, 
and here in the US. it is the only 
whip allowed in steeplechase 
races run under the auspices of 
the National Steeplechase Associ¬ 
ation. 

Rules regarding the use of the 
jockey’s whip have been in place 
in Great Britain for some time. 
The VTA is also encouraging the 
various stakeholders to consider 
banning whips altogether either 
on an experimental or permanent 
basis. 

“Virginia has always been 
willing to take the lead on poten¬ 
tially controversial issues,” said 
Glenn Petty, executive director 
of the VTA. “Our horsemen and 
racing commission have led the 
way making Virginia the first state 
to ban steroids, and this is another 
opportunity for us to take the 
lead on an important issue.” 


the $60,000 John D. Marsh Stakes 
on June 14. The next day Ghost 
Dancing (Silver Ghost—Ransom 
Dance, by Red Ransom) lived up 
to her billing with a length and 
a quarter victory in the $60,000 
Oakley Stakes. 

The winners were trained by 
Jimmy Murphy and Tony Dutrow, 
respectively. 


S ix of last year’s Virginia-bred 
champions hail from a small 
corner of Fauquier County 
known as Casanova. Five of them 
came from Edward P. Evans’s 
Spring Hill Farm. The sixth— 
Salmo—was bred by Sara Collette 
at her Pageland farm. 

Off the strength of his victory 
in the 82nd edition $100,000 
Virginia Gold Cup, Salmo has 
been named the 2007 champion 
Virginia-bred over fences. 

Running and jumping on the 
lead for four miles, the son of 
noted steeplechase sire Northern 
Baby maintained his advantage 
with superb jumping over the 
22-fence course and repelled a 
stiff challenge from Mr Bombastic 
(Ger) to win by a head. 

Salmo’s victory came in the 
world’s first timber race with a 
six-figure purse. And while the 
Gold Cup is a long race, it was an 
even longer championship road 
for Salmo. 

Collette didn’t rush the 
17-hand Salmo to the races. A 
foal of 1996, he didn’t race at all 
until age 5. He made his offi¬ 
cial debut in the Sport of Kings 
maiden hurdle at Fair Hill in May 
2001, but failed to win in seven 


starts on the flat and over jumps 
that season. 

Finally, at age 7, he gained his 
first victory over jumps at Great 
Meadow (site of the Virginia Gold 
Cup), at which point Collette 
sold Salmo to veteran steeplechase 
owner Irv Naylor. Salmo won the 
Radnor Hunt Cup at age 10 and 
last year, at 11, he made two starts, 
earning $63,600. 

Salmo is out of Collette’s 
homebred Melantha (Vast Empire 
—Hower Bow, by *Zabeg), and 
is by far the mare’s best per¬ 
former. Collette owned a share 
in the late Northern Baby, a son 
of Northern Dancer who sired 
Eclipse Award-winning steeple¬ 
chasers Warm Spell and Highland 
Bud. 

Vast Empire, Melantha’s sire, 
also had Virginia ties. Out of 
the great producer Missy Baba 
(by *My Babu) and thus a half- 
brother to Grade 1 winner Sauce 
Boat and multiple stakes winner 
and leading sire Raja Baba, Vast 
Empire (by Empery) stood at 
Dr. Frank O’Keefe’s Pine Brook 
Farm in Remington; he was syn¬ 
dicated by well-known Virginia 
horsemen Will O’Keefe and 
Mike Hughes.
